L y n c h b u r g (Ala ), October 22d.—Three 
large cracks in the earth have just been 
discovered on the top of “ Flat Top” Moun­ 
tain, adjacent to the Pocahontas coal mines 
in Tazemell, evidently caused by the earth­ 
quake. One of them crossed the mountain 
wagon road, and large trees and rocks have 
been thrown into it, so as to m ake it pas­ 
sable.

This was notable for its duration 
and tremors, which continued 10 or 20 
seconds. 
A good deal of apprehension, 
but no general alarm, was caused by it. 
Many people, hotel guests, especially, got 
up and did not go back to bed. A t 2.20 
o'clock this afternoon another vibration, 
accompanied by a rum bling noise, was 
felt. It was equally as severe as the first, 
hut of much less duration.

“A detachm ent under Captain Cooper, of 
the Tenth Cavalry, has just arrived at the 
post, having captured M angus and his 
whole party, consisting of Mangus, two 
men, three squaws and five children, also 
tw enty-nine m ules and five ponies, all of 
which were brought in. These Indians 
had been pursued by Lieutenant Johnson 
and others through Chiricahua, Mexico, 
and New Mexico since September 7th.” 
A dispatch, dated San Francisco, October 
21st, from Assistant Adjutant-General Mc- 
Keever. says: “ The following telegram 
was just received from General Miles: 
“ Mangus, who was captured by Captain 
Cocper, states that part of his band was 
captured by Mexicans and never heard of 
afterwards. 
This would seem to confirm 
other reports that gave rise to the report 
that Mangus him self bad been killed. 
Captain Yiele, commanding Fort Apache, 
states that he believes we have all that are 
left of M angus’ [tarty.’1 
It was learned at the W ar Departm ent 
that the Indians above referred to formed 
part of Geronirao’s band, but separated 
from that w arrior’s command last April; 
when he ollered to surrender to General 
Crook. 
Nothing definite was known of 
M angus’ movements after the separation, 
but it was reported that he had escaped 
into Mexico and had been killed by the 
Mexicans. 
A la s k a n E x p lo ra tio n . 
N ew YoRK,October22d.—W illiam Libby, 
Jr., Professor of Physical Geography in 
Princeton College and scientist of the Times 
Alaska expedition, arrived in New York on 
Monday. To a Times reporter he said: 
“ Beyond a doubt no w hite man ever saw 
the Jones riv tr or Castina lake, and no 
white man ever stood upon the glaciers 
named and described, or upon the Chaix 
hills, in advance of the Times expedition. I 
heard of this controversy when I reached 
Sitka, and consequently am not speaking 
on the spur of the moment. 
1 would like 
to say that the river which the San refers to 
is a ' m ap ’ river,and as such is, in all prob­ 
ability, a conjecture river. The occupants 
of the vessel at sea in Icy Bay would be 
provided w ith abundance of proof, in the 
discoloration of the water, of the existence 
of a river emptying in the sea at that point, 
and the dotted line of a conjectural river 
w ould be a w arrantable addition to a map, 
but there is no pardon for placing there a 
line which means nothing else than known 
and defined the presence of the river. If 
such a stream were seen, it was sim ply one 
of

branches of the Jones river by which it 
reaches the sea.

I made a very interesting and im port­ 
ant discovery at Sitka. The Coast Survey 
m ap of Knizov island gives three m oun­ 
tains, and at its end an extinct volcano, 
M ount Edgecombe, and two others, which 
I heard have been named on an old Rus­ 
sian map. 1 camped by Mount Edgecombe 
and climbed its sum m it, and made the dis­ 
covery, though it is a m ere parasitic cone, 
on the side of a m uch larger and more an­ 
cient volcano. No one has ever described 
the crater of the older volcano which lies 
between M ount Edgecombe and the other 
two mountains, directly to the north of it. 
The remarkable feature about this crater is 
that it is five miles across in one direction 
and three in another, m aking it the largest 
crater known in northern latitudes.”

H o w H a tte r is S p o iled . 
H . Talcott, one of the Dairy and Food 
Commissioners of Ohio, has been investi­ 
gating the complaints of the bad butter 
coming from the farmers to m arket. 
In a 
recent circular he says : “Our Commission 
firmly believes th at a large m ajority of the 
butter made bv farmers is good but.er. but 
is ruinen when transferred to the dealer s 
hands, and it is done in this m anner. It is 
received mostly at country stores and 
placed in filthy, frowy, rancid boxes or 
places, and stored in cellars thoroughly im ­ 
pregnated with vicious odors of rotten po­ 
tatoes, coal oil, fish brine, pork brine, and 
every other foul odor that comes from de­ 
cayed vegetables kept for sale at such 
stores. Genuine butter will lose all its 
good llavor in a very few hours when put 
in any such place. 
“ But the next fatal step of the dealer is 
to take all variclies of colored butter and 
rework them together, m ixing and crush­ 
ing until he secures an even color. H e then 
packs his mass of salve into tubs or firkins 
(for it is no lODger butter, the granulations 
of butter are spoiled hv this second and 
unnecessary working, and the result is 
simply grease). In this ruined condition it 
reaches the consumer throngh the city 
commission houses, and of course is pro­ 
nounced unfit tor table use, aud possibly 
for cooking purposes. 
H ow can this be 
remedied ? 
In two ways. The consun er 
m ust purchase direct from the farmer 
in suitable sized packages, so taat no 
second working need oe made, or the 
dealer m ust reform. No dealer should 
buy butter of the farm er except it is p u tin 
convenient shipping packages when made, 
and in am ounts of ten to fifty pounds 
each, according to size of dairy, to have 
it all times good, fresh, sweet butter, and 
no more roll butter should be received by 
them than the daily retail trade of the 
store demands. This is practical, and the 
entire m ake of butter in the country can 
be brought to these terms. 
I have done it, 
or caused it to be tlone in stores under my 
control. 
" Next, no dealer should handle a pound 
of butter until he first secures a room to 


keep it separate front all other goods hav­ 
ing any unpleasant odor. A cheap, up- 
ground" artificial cellar is best, where the 
air is pure and well ventilated, but can be 
kept cool.

Between the northwestern lim it of 
W ashington Territory and the southern 
lim it of Alaska there is a break of a few 
degrees, but, with the slightest deduction, 
our territory extends through 190 degrees 
of longitude or seventeen degrees more 
than half-way round the globe.

R ustless I r o n .— Much seems to be ex­ 
pected of a new French method of protect­ 
ing iron from rust. 
It was first suggested 
by De Meritens, of electrical fame, and 
consists in placing the article to be pro­ 
tected in a water-bath. at a tem perature of 
from 158 to 176 degrees, through which Í3 
passed an electric current ot just sufficient 
strength to decompose the water. In an 
hour or two the iron acquires a coating of 
black magnetic oxide, which will take a 
brilliant polish, and effectually resists fur­ 
ther oxidation. Steel articles were readily 
coated in the first trials, but success with 
wrought and cast iron was only reached 
when distilled water was used.

O u r W in e In d u s try , 
The interest which latterly has been 
aroused in the progress of American vine­ 
yard enterprise, is a direct compliment to 
the vine and raisin growers ot California, 
being one of the established results of a 
great public-spirited work which, unaided, 
they have been carrying forward for a 
num ber of seasons. The California Viti- 
cultural Commission recently sent a repre­ 
sentative to New York and W ashington to 
lay before leading wine dealers samples of 
the products of our vineyards, that they 
m ight know som ething of the flavor, cost 
of production and proper selling price of a 
pure California vintage. As a result of the 
interest created in the rem arkable showing, 
a movement is now on foot for the forma­ 
tion of a national organization of wine­ 
makers, fur concerted action for the best in­ 
terests of the industry. 
The representa­ 
tive of our V iticultural Commission re­ 
ceived the general support of Eastern wine 
dealers when they understood the charac­ 
ter of the work in which he was engaged 
and the nature of the hill which has been 
introduced in the House of Representatives 
at his instance. It is gradually becoming 
known through the United States that 
good, pure wir.es can be made in this coun­ 
try, and when honest producers are thor­ 
oughly protected against compounders and 
manufacturers of spurious wines, produc­ 
tion end consumption will both show the 
steady increase which follows the estab­ 
lishm ent of public confidence in a home 
product. California wines have been de­ 
based by Eastern compounders, but now 
that samples of pure goods have been 
widely distributed among the trade, and 
large correspondence opened between East­ 
ern wine dealers and the growers or their 
representatives in California, our home 
product will be given a fair trial in coming 
seasons and the growers have no fears of 
the results. 
It is but a repetition of the ex­ 
periences of large handlers of the raisin 
product of the State. 
W hen systematic 
work was first inaugurated by local houses 
dealing largely in California productions, 
it was found th at Eastern dealers had hin­ 
dered the introduction of the California 
fruit. 
They had encouraged the sale of 
the foreign product, even when direct in­ 
quiry was made for California raisins. 
They made comparison of the appearance 
of the fruit damaging to the California 
product, but were often compelled to adm it 
superiority in flavor and size of hunches. 
California dealers saw some justice in the 
complaints made, and decided to ’remedy 
all defects in coming seasons, so that the 
home product should fairly enter the lists 
for the favors of the trade and consumers 
in the East. The dealers succeeded in in­ 
ducing the growers to systernize the grad­ 
ing and packing of their product, and now 
it is an adm itted fact that every season 
California produces raisins superior to aim- 
ilar grades of Spanish fruit. There is no 
surplus of the crop to carry from season to 
season. The products of certain vineyards 
are sold long before they have left the pack­ 
ing-house, and the general demand for the 
fruit is outstripping the productive capacity 
of the vineyards.— Grocer and Canner.

If 
the case were a dangerous one, aud tbe phy­ 
sician knew it, be m ay b e imprisoned in 
the jail for three m onths. The legal fee 
for an ordinary visit is from 7i to 15 cents. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


M . D . H o rtic k ’a V iew s on C a p ita l a n ti L a ­ 
b o r — E x p re s s io n s W o rth y o f T h o u g h t. 
In bis recent address in San Francisco, 
in his personal campaign for the Senator- 
ship of the Twenty-second District, M. It. 
Boruck referred to some topics of broad in­ 
terest, and, under the text “Capital and 
Labor,” presented 
some 
striking 
and 
forcible views, that are presented here­ 
with as worthy of the consideration of 
thoughtful citizens: 
Men are not all equally rich, equally 
strong, equally learned, or equally compe­ 
tent, but it is a m atter of sincere congrau- 
lation to us as American citizens that un­ 
der our form of government, there is an 
equality designed to compensate men for 
all other inequalities, nam ely equality of 
rights. 
Every m an has the right to be the 
equal of every other m an. The govern­ 
mental institutions which ¡dace any class 
of men uuder the incubus of any disad­ 
vantage or disability, necessarily confers 
im m unities and special privileges upon 
some other class. 
It is the duty of govern­ 
m ent to establish equality of opportunity 
to unfetter all men in the race of life. Gov­ 
ernm ent cannot favor capital as against 
labor, w ithout comm itting an act of des- 
f 
iotism ; nor is the outrage upon civil 
iberty less violent if the favoritism is re­ 
versed, and capital is placed under legal 
disabilities and disadvantages with respect 
to labor. So far as (iovernnient may influ­ 
ence the distribution of wealth, it can do so 
only subject to the great underlying princi­ 
ple so clearly enunciated in the Declaration 
of Independence—that men are endowed 
with inalienable rights, and that to secure 
these rights Governments are instituted. 
H ere is the only perfect standard of legisla­ 
tion involving the control of individual ac­ 
tion. 
Men have a right to the exercise of 
their full capacities. 
It is the natural and 
inalienable tight of any man, through in­ 
dustry and economy, coupled with enter­ 
prise and capacity, to accumulate wealth 
honestly. 
W hoever seeks to equalize the 
results of energy and industry, so that at 
last w ealth will be equally distributed 
among men, m ust first equalize the natural 
capacities of men. 
This doctrine of the inalienable rights of 
men is the key to our government sys­ 
tem. W ithout it obsolutism, under our 
form of government, is just as practicable 
and as possible as under any other. 
It is a 
doctrine that leaves a broad realm of action 
free from governmental interference, and 
guarantees the weaker elements of society 
against the worst forms of oppression. 
Prior to the adoption of the American Con­ 
stitution, and the government established 
by it, all governments were 
those of 
force only. 
Government was something 
abstract and apart from the people gov­ 
erned. 
It was an external force acting 
upon the governed. The founders of this 
republic, endowed 
with a wisdom ap­ 
proaching inspiration, believed a govern­ 
m ent of the people, by the people and for 
the people, to be practicable. 
They started 
upon the great fundam ental idea that the 
creator of m an had endowed each creature 
with certain inalienable rights, and that to 
secure the full exercise of these rights 
governments were instituted, and that all 
rightful authority, therefore, in the gov­ 
ernm ent was derived from the consent of 
the governed. Adherence to this doctrine 
is the only safety to the weaker classes of 
society. The powers of government are 
forever wielded by the strong elements 
within it. Capital is by far more nearly 
able to take care of itself than labor, and 
the natural tendency to absolutism, in 
herent in all governments, will he greatly 
augmented as soon as we depart from this 
g eat conception. 
It is needless to rem ind you that all ele­ 
ments of absolutism in governments result 
in oppression of the weak, whether that 
weakness be in the direction of capacity of 
inherent intellectual force, or of itnpover 
isbm ent as to property. 
* 
: 
i 
The relation ot employer and employe 
is, anil should remain, a purely voluntary 
one. 
Each individual has the right to en­ 
cage his services in all legitimate occupa­ 
tions to whomsoever he chooses, and each 
individual employer iias a natural right to 
employ the services of any whom he may 
choose. 
To declare that any man shafl 
work for another whom he m ight not vol­ 
untarily choose to serve, is to reduce the 
enyiloye to a condition of involuntary 
servitude ; and equally, on the other band, 
to declare that employers shall not be 
equally free in their choice when the serv­ 
ices of employes are to he engaged, is an 
interference with an inalienable right, the 
destruction of which endangers the whole 
fabric of our institutions. 
W henever any 
single class seizes upon government and 
wields and controls its ¡ ower in the inter 
esl of that class, republican government 
has I lien subverted and tyranny established. 
Labor agitators have almost uniformly 
comm uted the great error by supposing 
that labor had som ething to gain by so 
wielding and directing the powers of Gov­ 
ernm ent that tire employed class shall be 
placed at an advantage, and the employer 
at a disadvantage, and thus equalize the 
fates of men. All such have not mastered 
the prim itive problems which underlie 
civil liberty. 
The slightest partiality in 
favor of any single class, the forcible seiz­ 
ure of the powers of Government, and their 
exercise in the hands of any individual 
class, is a departure from the great doctrine 
of the inalienable rights of men, and the 
great duty of government to conserve those 
rights, which will widen by encouragement 
to the eventual destruction of all equality 
of rights, and the ultim ate establishment 
of a despotism and an absolutism under a 
republican form. 
Whoever encourages the class of opinion 
among men, which, if crystallized into leg­ 
islation, would result in a system of laws 
inim ical to the perfect equality of every 
class before the law, is invoking a result 
fraught with more danger to the weak than 
to the strong. 
That this dangerous ten­ 
dency has been greatly energized in recent 
times is painfully apparent to every stu­ 
dent of current history; and for evidence 
that labor agitators and the leaders of dis­ 
tinctive labor movements have unwisely 
encouraged the hope that there resides iú 
governmertt the inherent power to equally 
distribute ¡the wealth of the world among 
men, and place thrift, industry and econ­ 
omy under dhabilities, I have only to ap­ 
peal to your observation of very recent 
events. 
In accepting the nom ination for 
the great office of Mayor of New York 
city, H enry George said to the laboring 
men o f New Y'ork: “ If elected, I wilt 
listen to the complaint of the rich man as 
patiently as I would to that of the poor 
m an ; but," he added, with m uch signifi­ 
cance, “ the rjch man will have more rea­ 
son to complain under my adm inistration 
than the poor m in." 
. Such expressions may possess a soothing 
sound to the ears of the non-capitalist 
classes, hut no doctrine could he a greater 
menace to the liberties of this country than 
that enunciated by the great economist. 
Here is a man asking to have placed in his 
hands the power of official station. T . 
his conception society is divided into two 
great classes—those who have accumulated 
property, and those who have not. By 
virtue of the right each individual has to 
acquire all he may honestly and legiti­ 
mately ; the difference of the capacities of 
men Lave cxpres-ed themselves by a dis­ 
parity of possession. Mr. George asks that 
official power shall be placed in his hands, 
and declares in advance of its receipt 
that to the extent he will wield m u­ 
nicipal power in the great metropolis of 
this country, those who have accumulated 
property shall have greater reason to 
complain of his official a ce than those 
who have not. Tested by any well estab­ 
lished m axim of governmental science, 
declarations like these are fraught with 
more danger to the class he pretends to 
favor than to the class he assumes to op­ 
pose. The promise that the governmental 
powers to be placed in his hands shall be 
wielded for one class as against another is 
the abandonm ent of the great doctrine of 
the inalienable rights of man, and a de­ 
parture from the conception that govern­ 
ments are instituted to secure these rights, 
and is therefore a long stride toward the 
establishm ent of absolutism in govern­ 
ment, and it is the testimony of all history 
and all times that all absolutism allies 
itself naturally with the rich, the capable 
and, tbe strong, for the oppression of the 
poor and the weak. 
Mr. George further stated that the tim e 
had come for the abolition of industrial 
slavery. 
If there is a citizen of the United 
States, to-day, who is forced to labor for 
another, over whose labor another claims a 
right of control, who is engaged in per­ 
form ing an involuntary servitude for an­ 
other, I will join with "all m y heart with 
H enry George, the labor parly,orany other 


man or men, for the emancipation of that 
man. 
If, by industrial slavery, Mr. George 
and the party he is organizing, m etns 
to deprive, 
by 
anv 
legislative enact­ 
ments. any man of the full 
f nits of 
his 
toil, 
the 
results 
of 
his 
efiter- 
prise, the accumulation of his economy or 
thrift, or if by that expression he gives us 
any intim ation of communism, whereby 
the past accumulations of industry, enter­ 
prise or capacity arc to be distributed to 
slotb, indolence and tiiriftlessness. then I 
disagree with Mr. George and his follow­ 
ing, holding, as 1 do, to the doctrine that 
all rightful interference of Government be­ 
tween employer and employe, all reason­ 
able restriction upon the accum ulations 
which How from thrift, capacity, economy 
and industry, is limited by the great doc­ 
trine of the inalienable rights ol m en, and 
the preservation of these rights as th e 
primary object and aim of all government. 
As ait infallible standard of just legisla­ 
tion, the doctrine of the inalienable rights 
of men is by fur the most im portant and 
far-reaching iu its consequences for th e 
good of the masses. 
It guarantees to every 
man the full exercise of all the rights w ith 
which the Creator has endowed him , and is 
the first, the greatest and the broadest de­ 
parture from the enslavement of m en. 
Since 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independ­ 
ence 
set 
that 
great 
truth 
revolv­ 
ing 
like 
a 
planet 
in 
the 
con­ 
science of 
men, 
the rights 
and th e 
liberties of the poor, the down-trodden an d 
the oppressed have been constantly rising 
to higher plnnes of achievement. 
A ll 
classes are entitled to the equal protection 
of the Government, liecattse all men are 
possessed of inalienable rights, aud it is 
the great office of the Govern nu n t¡to secure 
their exercise. This is the most valuable 
heritage of civil liberty left us by our 
fathers. 
It is the one infallible guide to 
the attainm ent of perfect justice in gov­ 
ernm ent, and liberty and equality will 
accompany it into extinction.

gantuans should find 
He does not seem 
ticular what he ate, and he did no. eiiun 
wine. 
“ I chose that wine,” he says, 
“ which fitted my stomach, and in such 
measure as easily might be digested." 
H e 
found it no labor to write im m ediately 
after meals. On the contrary, his spirits 
were then so brisk that he had to sing a 
song to get rid of his superfluous energies 
before sitting down to his desk. 
Lessius is 
liV*.U to comm it him self to any certain 
St. :: 
“ If thou dost usually take so m uch 
food at nteals as thou art thereby m ade 
unfit for the duties and offices belonging to 
the mind, it is then evider.t that thou dost 
exceed the measure which thou oughtest 
to bold.” 
Ho tells, on ancient authority, 
some marvelous tales of the little m en 
have found enough to keep body and 
soul together; how one throve through 
a long life on 
m ilk alone, how a n ­ 
other lived for twenty years on cheese.

No hard 
and fast rule can there be.— Papular Science 
Monthly for October.

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The Republican party of California, in 
Convention assembled, reaffirms its devo­ 
tion to the great purposes for which it was 
organized and for which it has been m ain­ 
tained.

foundation was hum an slavery, fully armed 
in our m id st; with open foes at the South 
and secret enem ies at the North. 
W hen 
called upon to surrender its great trust, it 
delivered to its successors a united country, 
a 
free people, an overflowing treasury, 
public credit higher than that of any other 
nation on earth, arsenals and the Govern­ 
m ent works intact, the flag of the Union 
fioaling in peace over a great, prosperous, 
happy nation, comm anding the adm iration 
and respect o f m ankind. The Democratic 
adm inistration of Cleveland lias failed to 
keep the pledges upon which it came into 
power. 
It promised retrenchm ent and 
economy, but lias been the most extrava­ 
gant ever known. 
It promised to uphold 
the dignity and honor of the republic and 
protect American citizens and their rights 
of person and property, both at home and 
abroad, but has proved incapable of secur­ 
ing an honorable adjustm ent of the fish­ 
eries question, and has, w ith seeming in ­ 
difference, subjected the United States to 
the hum iliation of seeing our flag insulted, 
our seamen seized and vessels of our citi­ 
zens confiscated by the authorities of Can­ 
ada, while, with rash haste and blunder­ 
ing, it has involved us in unjustifiable 
complications with our friendly neighbor, 
the sister republic of -Mexico, a fact which 
seriously calls attention to the Republican 
national platform in its enunciation of the 
doctrine of international arbitration for in ­ 
ternational differences, and to the im port­ 
ance of the recent Act of the Senate of the 
United States in unanim ously passing a 
hill tot; a Congress of American nations in 
the interest of peace and commerce. 
It 
promised civil service reform, hut has made 
that phrase odious by not only removing, 
but attem pting to blacken the character of 
thousands of our best citizens, m any ol 
them old soldiers, who have been removed 
from official positions upon the cowardly 
subterfuge of “ offensive partisanship.'1 
We reaffirm that to the Union soldiers and 
sailors in the late war we owe a debt which 
cannot be computed, and it is the duty of 
the Government to grant pensions and es­ 
tablish homes for all such as are disabled 
or In w a n t; and with equal earnestness we 
condemn the heartless and wholesale vetoes 
by President Cleveland of the private pen­ 
sion bills recently passed by this Congress. 
Reaffirming the principles enunciated in 
the national platform adopted at Chicago 
in 1834, an d the State platform adopted at 
Sacram ento in the same year, in so far as 
now applicable, the Republican party of 
California m akes the following additional 
declaration of principles; 


i . — LABOR. 
Labor is honorable, and the laborer in 
every walk of life should be honored. Upon 
free,"intelligent labor and its wise direction 
depends the prosperity of the 
nation. 
E verything which is useful and v.'d’-shle 
to m an is the result of labor in some for’:., 
and its careful protection should be the first 
consideration of the statesm an. The value 
of labor m ust depend upon its producing 
capacity, and this m ust he m easured by the 
intelligence of the laborer. The liberal 
education of the, laborer, therefore, is the 
first step towards the greatest, the wisest 
and the most profitable development of the 
resources of the country and the elevation 
of its workmen. To accomplish this the 
public school system should be preserved, 
protected and extended, until its ennobling 
influence penetrates to every hearthstone 
and increases the usefulness of every per­ 
son. The Republican party declares its 
firm belief that co-operation among labor­ 
ers is for the best interests of society ; that 
while capital is entitled to all safeguards 
necessary to induce its generous invest­ 
ment, and while assaults upon social order 
proceeding from persons falsely represent­ 
ing themselves as friends of labor m ust be 
sternly repressed, the Republican party 
will never sanction any legislation which 
would restrict wage-earners from co-oper­ 
ating and organizing for their general pro­ 
tection and advancement, but, on the con­ 
trary, will enact liberal laws fostering and 
encouraging co-operation. 
¡{volved. That all law-abiding citizens of 
the United States, he they native or foreign 
born, are equally entitled to the protection 
of our laws, and we are opposed to the im ­ 
m igration of all persons not in sym pathy 
with this Government and the principles 
on which it is founded. 
¡{volved T hat we are irrevocably in favor 
of imm ediate action on the part of Con­ 
gress and the I’resideut to secure the abro­ 
gation of the Burlingam e treaty, to be fol­ 
lowed by such legislation as will prohibit 
the further im m igration of Chinese. 
It points with ju st pride to the fact that 
the Republican Senate of tlie U nited States, 
by unanim ous vote, has passed a hill tor 
the restriction of Chinese imm igration, and 
denounces the action of tlie Democratic 
House of Representatives for refusing its 
concurrence in a m easure universally de­ 
manded by the people of this coast, and 
which is necessary for the protection anti 
elevation of free labor. 
, 
Ii'.volved, T hat the interests of free labor 
demand that the em ploym ent and patron­ 
age of Chinese should he discouraged by 
alt lawful means, and to this end we ear­ 
nestly solicit the hearty co-operation of 
every citizen of this State. 
Ilesciied, T hat we are in favor of the pro­ 
tection and elevation of Am erican labor, 
and opposed to any legislation which tends 
to degrade or cheapen it. and we recom­ 
mend the em ploym ent of convict labor in 
sucli pursuits as will not bring the same 
into injurious competition w ith tree labor. 


it.— lEStOATlOX. 
One of the m ost im portant questions 
soon to be considered by the people of Cal­ 
ifornia is the proper utilization of its water­ 
courses for the purpose of irrigation, and 
when this great work is accomplished our 
Elate will support per acre a greater popu­ 
lation than any other State in the Union, 
and fertilize and fill with prosperity vast 
dom ains otherwise dedicated to perpetual 
barrenness. 
The Republican party ap­ 
proaches this great question with a careful 
deliberation, not less grave than that which 
it has debated and happily determined 
other m omentous subjects, in the confident 
expectation, that if intrusted with the power 
so to do, it will enact such laws as will 
secure and receive the approval of the peo­ 
ple. and it here affirms as follows: 
First—It is in favor of the imm ediate 
passage of a law declaring that henceforth 
no rights to water shall he acquired which 
will in any m anner obstruct the State in 
the control thereof whenever it shall see 
proper to exercise sucli control. 
Second—It is in iavor of the passage of 
laws which will prevent the monopolizing 
o f the waters of the State and promote 
their utilization to the greatest extent pos­ 
sible. 
Third—In the passage of any laws upon 
this subject individual rights must he pro­ 
tected, hut if those rights are found to 
interfere with eil'ectuatlng a just distribu­ 
tion o f water and its utilization by the peo­ 
ple upon equal term s, then such rights 
should he condemned and taken for public 
use, under the sam e principles upon which 
all private property is condemned and 
taken for public use, upon compensation 
being m ade therefor. 


States, we are w ithout an authoritative rule 
which m ight otherwise relieve the question 
of its present embarrassing complications, 
and this subject requires of our Legislature 
and Executive m ost careful and deliberate 
action. The gravity of this m atter puts it 
on a plane above the range of party poli­ 
tics, and demands the serious attention of 
the best-thinking people of the State. 
In 
this respect, and in all others, we favor 
equal and just taxation for the m aintenance 
of the Government, and affirm th at all 
should pay a full share of the public taxes 
fairly due and in accordance with the broad 
principles of equity. 


IV .— V ITIC U LTU R E AKD HORTICULTURE. 
Iivolted, That the prosperity of our viti- 
cultural and horticultural industries is of 
param ount importance to this State. 
In 
order to encourage their rapid improve­ 
m ent and a freer expansion of trade in 
domestic and foreign m arkets, to prevent 
unjust discrim ination in favor of foreign 
products, a revision of tlie internal revenue 
laws and am endm ents to the tariff are de­ 
m anded as of immediate necessity to our 
people, and the Legislature should, by suit­ 
able legislation, provide for the effective 
exterm ination of all fruit pests. 


V.— HARBOR DEFENSES. 
Resolved, That the Republican party earn­ 
estly urges upon the Federal Government 
the im m ediate necessity of fortifying the 
principal seaports of the nation in such a 
m anner as to protect the national honor 
and the property and territory of the j>e<>- 
ple from foreign invasion. 


V I.— T H E WOOL IN TER EST.

It is not so very costly from the 
fact that the long trips one can undertake 
in the United States are not to he made in 
the Old World, unless one goes to Russia, 
for exatuple, hut the railway and steam ­ 
boat fares are not seductively low. The 
five hours’ trip from Liverpool to London 
coats >7 25, the nine hours' trip front Lon­ 
don to Paris costs $15, the tw enty-honrs’ 
trip from Taris to Milan costs $24. One 
can, of course, take a cheaper route from 
England to France and reduce the price of 
the English and Italian journeys by Inly­ 
ing second-class tickets, hut when Ameri­ 
cans travel they—very sensibly I think—like 
to travel as swiftly and comfortably as pos­ 
sible. Add to the figures given above the 
additional charge for extra baggage on the 
continent—a charge levied at every turn 
on all baggage in txcess of a ridiculously 
sm all allowance—ami the voyager v.iil 
sigh for the outgrowth of competing lines, 
bankrupt roads, and broken pools which 
he profits by in the land of the setting sun.

N ew Zealand Customs—I n New Zea 
land the native ivliaves and wigwams are

If a chief buys a Yankee notion or any­ 
thing new, the whole tribe will soon follow 
suit, and it is not uncommon to see one hu n ­ 
dred or more Am erican buggies drawn by 
Maori horses going to a hapu, or big relig­ 
ious feast, loaded with women, breech- 
clouted inen and hoys riding the horses 
and driving the outfit. 
Land Courts have 
been established for the protection of na­ 
tive claimants, and the enactm ent of re­ 
cent laws fostering the landed interest of 
the natives is very satisfactory to all parties 
concerned.

A n A frican P rin cess W h o lia s b een R aised 
l>y a M issionary. 
Down in Hanover county, V a.,not many 
miles from this city, is an African girl who 
is destined to m arry a King. 
At the pres­ 
ent time she is a member of the family of 
the Rev. Curtis Grubb, an Episcopal cler­ 
gyman, who m any years ago went out from 
Loudoun county, Ya.. as a missionary to 
W estern Africa. 
W hile there he and his 
wife became very much attached to a little 
girl, a Princess of the nation among whom 
they were prosecuting their missionary 
work, and when it came tim e for them 
to return to their hom e in America they 
asked permission that the chit 1 should ac­ 
company them . She was then not more 
than 8 or 9 years of age. 
H er father, when 
first requested to allow his daughter to 
come to America, gave his consent, it may 
be he not thinking that the missionary and 
liis wife were serious in their intention ot 
taking the child home with them , hut 
when it came lim e for the departure he did 
not want her to go. 
He was told tbui he 
had promised that she m ight he taken by 
the m issionary. It is a cardinal principle 
among the tribe that a promise once made 
can not be broken, if it is insisted upon, so 
the father reluctantly gave his consent that 
the child m ight go. The missionary named 
it Nettie, after his own wife, and treated it 
more as a plaything and curiosity than as a 
servant. Though having children of their 
own, the little African girl was treated as 
though of the same kith and kin, anil looked 
up to the missionary and liis wife as though 
they were her own parents. 
She made 
progress in education, and learned the 
ways of Americans with amazing rapidity. 
Greater politeness could not be expected of 
a Parisian than she always displays. Never 
can she be induced to pass in front of any 
one, and whenever she hands anything to 
a person it is her invariable custom to first 
fall upon her knees in an exaggerated court­ 
esy. .'■'he is now 14 years old, and has ar­ 
rived at the age w lien she would he eligible 
to m arriage if still among her own people. 
Ever since she came to America a corre­ 
spondence has been kept up between Mr. 
Grubb and his successors in Africa, and 
thus her friends have heard from her and 
she from them . 
In a letter recently re­ 
ceived Mr. Grubb was requested to give his 
consent that little Nettie m ight return »o 
her native land that the King of her coun­ 
try m ight m arry her. This request will 
probably be complied with if the child 
herself can be induced to give up her 
American friends, to whom she is very 
m uch attached. She is well educated for 
one of her years, and fully understands the 
m anners and customs of civilized life, and 
should she become the wife of the King 
there is no telling but w hat she would have 
a powerful influence in uplifting her peo­ 
ple from their present degradation. 


T lie A d v a n ta g e s o f R e se rv e . 
N othing i,s so unnatural or so full of 
danger as tlie habit of easy and familiar 
com panionship with people who are only 
known under the conditions of what is 
called “ society,” conditions which imply 
m utual complaisance up to a certain point 
very easily reached, conventional ease of 
m anner, courteous 
frankness of speech 
which need not he very deep, superficial 
m utual intelligence which seldom knows 
how far it penetrates—though it enjoys the 
evidence of having penetrated further than 
was expected—and alacrity in discerning 
and complying with the wishes of others. 
The danger consists in the facility with 
which companionship of this kind is m is­ 
taken for true intim acy, though it does not 
really im ply anything approaching to it. 
A woman will sometimes m arry a m an of 
whom she knows nothingat all except that 
she has found it pleasant to be flattered and 
admired by him during a companionship 
of this superficial kind. 
In other words, 
she will trust life to the keeping of a man 
of whose aims, of whose standard of right 
and wrong, of whose power and habit of 
living up to that standard she knows just as 
much and just as little as she does of the 
actors whom she has seen on the stage, 
though she is deceive! into thinking that 
she knows more, only because she happens 
in this casa to have been one of the actors, 
and not merely a passive sptctator. So­ 
ciety is. indeed, a sort of expedient for rub­ 
bing off the natural and wholesome re­ 
serves which keep people from trusting 
each other till they have had real experi­ 
ence of w hat each other is made of—till 
they have seen w hat are the objects of rev­ 
erence. w hat is the depth of reverence; 
w hat is the force of practical fidelity to the 
higher aim s that determ ine the true char­ 
acter of working behind the familiar forms 
and laces of so-called society. The surface 
ot the sea on a calm and sunny day is as 
little of an index to the dangers which the 
sea may cause, as the fam iliar m anner of 
mere socie ty to the deeper influences which 
those who m ingle in that society can exert.

For the sake of brevity, the capital em­ 
ployed in the drink trade may be called a 
m onopoly held in the hands of some hun­ 
dreds of distillers and wine m erchants, 
some thousands of brewers and publicans, 
and all these with their servants covering 
the whole country ar.d num bering alto­ 
gether nearly half a m illion cf persons. 
It 
is ohviousiy’the interest of these capitalists 
to drive onward their trade with ail possi­ 
ble activity and expansion. The greater 
the demand the better for them ; Hie greater 
the supply the greater m ultiplication ot the 
places anil facilities of sale. They do not 
intend tom ake tlie population of the United 
Kingdom drunk, but in the prosperity of 
their trade the facilities of drunkenness are 
necessarily m ultiplied and the increase of 
drunkenness is inevitable. The statistics 
of the police in cities and boroughs and 
throughout the country are often quoted to 
show that intemperance is not upon the in ­ 
crease; but such statistics really prove 
nothing. They exhibit only what may be 
called 
crim inal 
intem perance, that is, 
drunkcnnes3 coupled w ith contravention 
of the law. The police are instructed not 
to interfere with man or woman, however 
drunk, if they are quiet and their feet can 
tarry Ibem home. They are charged oiilv 
to arrest those that are “ dangerously 
drnnk” or " helplessly drunk.” Such sta­ 
tistics are-absolutely valueless in the in­ 
quiry we have before us, namely, as to the 
extent of the inoral, personal, domestic, 
private and public vice of intemperance. It 
is enough to call attention to the fact of the 
steady increase, far exceeding the ratio of 
the increase in the population, both in the 
places where intoxicating drink is sold and 
in the capital which is employed in the 
trade. 
In the year 1329 the places of sala 
were about 50,000; they are now nearly 
200,000, that is fourfold; but the population 
has hardly doubled. 
Eighteen years ago, 
that is about the year 1868, the capital em ­ 
ployed was estima’ed at $32.900.000. 
In 
is.-».) it was estimated at $138 000,000. Some 
years ago, in the tim e of commercial pros­ 
perity and of high wages, the amount was 
estimated at between $110,000,000and $150,­ 
000,000. Among all the trades in this coun­ 
try there is only one th at always prospers. 
Every trade at this m om ent is depressed, 
hut the drink trade is always increasing; 
fresh capital is always ready; ami the com ­ 
mercial interests of the great capitalists in 
this monopoly m ust always prom pt them 
by all efforts to take advantage of every 
opening to increase their profits. On one 
side are ranged the interests c>f this monop­ 
oly, the capital of which exceeds the capi­ 
tal employed in onr great staples of iron or 
cotton or cloth ; on the other are ranged 
the welfare of the people of the United 
Kingdom, the sobriety of our race, t ie or­ 
der and weil-beicg of homes, without 
which no commonwealth can long endure, 
for the political order rests upon the social, 
and the social order r> sis npon tiie domes­ 
tic, life of men. This is a great controversy 
and a vital issue. 
It is on its trial before

A writer (C. F. XI.) who has become per­ 
sonally acquainted with California, writes 
the following article, which is published 
in the New York Keening Post: 
In driving over the mesa that borders the 
foothills of the m ountains a few days ago, 
I came across a m an diligently at work 
clearing away the land, piling up the 
prickly pear, and burning it. 
“ More 
orange?” I queried, st ipping m y horse. 
“ No,” he replied. “ This land all around 
here lias been bought by a company, and 
it is to he planted with olives." 
“ W ill it pay?" I asked. 
“ W ell, that’s a question. 
It does pay— 
anything pays where there's a big demand, 
not too m uch competition, and the cost of 
getting goods to m arket is not too great. 
Now, with the olive,” continued the speak­ 
er, "none of the objectionable conditions 
prevail. There is a large demand, and as 
yet there is very little competition. 
We 
can raise better olives and m ake choicer oil 
here than they can in Italy, and as for the 
demand, look at the importations. 
In a 
single year 350,000 gallons ot oil have been 
imported into this country, on which we 
paid nearly $250,000 duty. 
Now, that can 
he saved or put into the pockets of our 
producers as soon as we can raise olives 
enough to supply the demand, and that 
will continue for some tim e to come.” 
“ This don't look m uch like an olive 
grove,” said my in form ant; and in truth 
it did not, for not a tree dotted the plain 
for several square miles, and nothing ap­ 
peared but prickly pear, scrub, and tumble 
weed, the ground being tunnelled every­ 
where by innum erable gopher and squirrel 
holes. 
“ But,” he added. “ come down 
four years from now and I'll show you.” 
Later I returned to the olive question 
again, and a little investigation and many 
talks with olive men showed that in this 
direction there is considerable money to be 
made. One of the luost successful olive- 
growers is E. Cooper, of Santa Barbara, a 
gentlemen who is not only successful, hut 
m agnanimous enough to give all the points 
lie can to anyone else. The oldest orchard 
on his place is only about twelve years 
old. Six years from planting the largest 
tree3 gave' him thirty gallons, and now 
some of liis trees are giving from thirty to 
fifty gallons of first-class olive o il; not 
tapped, as a young m an trom the wilds of 
the East thought, but taken from the nuts. 
Trees are planted about thirty feet apart. 
This will give about ninety-five or one 
hundred trees to the acre, and assum ing 
that each tree bears forty gallons of oil, a 
single acre would produce 4,U00 gallons. 
In the contemplation of this new indus­ 
try, the peculiarities of clim ate qre noticed 
No one would think of raising olives at 
W ilmington, N. C. 
Yet this is about the 
latitude of the olive country here. The 
warm current that sweeps down the coast 
—a Pacific gulf stream, as it were—makes 
this locality a veritable sum m er land. The 
olive requires a mean tem perature for the 
year of o7°. The winter mean of Los A n­ 
geles, Cal., is 67.59; of Rome, Italy, 0U.U5 
of Sacramento, Cal., 60 48; oí Lisbon, 
Spain, 61.04 ; of San Diego, Cal, 62.49, and 
of Jerusalem , 62.06. These comparisons 
between the famous olive countries of the 
Old World and the future olive localities of 
this, show that the grower has nothing to 
fear front the climate. There is one pecu­ 
liarity about this country : in few restau­ 
rants will you find any of its fruit produc­ 
tions. 
In one of the best in Los Angeles 
1 spoke of the sm all size of the olives, they 
being about as large as peanuts, and the re­ 
ply was tiiat the largest and best are culled 
out. Pom egranates are decaying on the 
trees, vet 1 never saw one on the table ; and 
native wine cannot be purchased by the 
glass anyw here except at the wholesale 
houses, "in fact, very little of it is used. 
As to the profits of olive oil, assuming 
that an acre will produce 2.000 gallons, one- 
half what I have previously referred to, a 
gallon will fill five bottles, for each of 
which the producer can obtain $1. 
Ill 
other words, the oil is worth $5 per gallon 
to the grove-owner. so that an acre at tlii3 
rate would realize $10,000. But this is per­ 
haps too much to expect, us there are as 
m anv drawbacks in olive culture as in any­ 
thing else. The blight comes early and 
often, and trees have to be watched with 
the greatest care to save them from insects 
of various kinds. Then trees in certain 
years fail to produce for certain reasons, 
"in short, it is only by extreme diligence 
and labor that the crop is raised anywhere, 
and the same is true of oranges and vari­ 
ous fruits. 
But that it pays and will pay 
no one doubts. 
As to the capital required 
to go into this business, the land is held in 
this country now at what would appear 
extravagant"prices, hut this depends upon 
location. Land can be bought in m any of 
the new settlements in southern California 
for from $50 to $100 per acre; say, twenty 
acres at $75, this would be $1,500 lor land ; 
this would be all that a small farmer could 
attend to, and perhaps more. Two presses 
will cost $500, filters $50, a driver $150, mill 
$'250, two tanks $200, corker, tin boiler, $50, 
and building $400. 
This is .the estimate 
given bv Mr. Cooper, and am ounts to $1,­ 
600, and adding tlie $1,500 lor land, gives a 
required capital of $3,100. 
But the planter 
m ust live five or six years before the trees 
can he counted on, and the olive enthusiast 
sav s: 
“ This is liis own lookout.” 
In any 
event the olive industry is certain far to ex­ 
ceed the orange in tliis country, and the 
experience ol the Old W orld shows that 
there is always a demand. Oranges can 
only be used as food, but the olive is uti­ 
lized as food and its oil in m achinery as 
well. 
A glance at the olive industry in 
Europe will show its possibilities in this 
country. 
The famons Italian olive localities are 
Calabria, Puglia and Sicily,where the olives 
are yet termed saraceni, a nam e suggestive 
of iheir Asiatic origin. Abruzzi and tlie 
lliviera are equally noted. The best oil 
used for table purposes that is imported 
comes from Lucca. 
Few if any olives in 
the nut are shipped from Italy. 
For some 
reason they are not up to the mark, all the 
fine edible olives coming from Spain. W hy 
this is so is not known, out perhaps ibe re­ 
m arkable susceptibility of this fruit to 
change of locution or tem perature explains 
it. Some of the problems that the grower 
asks the scientist to solve are as follows : 
“ W.hy do the trees grown on the plain 
away trom the m ountains produce the 
most fruit, and why does the m ountain 
fruit produce tliebest oil? “The olive and 
cocoanut are alike in one p o in t; they both 
require a vast am ount of patience if planted 
from the seed, the former requiring two 
vears at least to germinate. 
Experts, how­ 
ever, have found that seeds can be pushed 
by macerating them in a composition 
made 
of 
different 
kinds 
of 
guano 
and 
clay. 
The 
patience 
necessary 
in 
this 
operation 
cat) 
be 
realized 
from the fact that after waiting, say a year, 
for a forced seed to grow, the young plant 
m ust be kept in a forcing house for two 
vears : then it goes to the nursery and here 
passes from six to twelve years, m ore or 
less, before it ¡3 finally planted in the 
orchard that is to be its final resting-place. 
During all this time the greatest care is be­ 
stowed upon the shoots, pruning, grafting 
and tying down being hut a few of the de­ 
m ands ot the exacting plant. 
The olive differs from the orange in this 
respect, that other plants may be raised in 
the same field. This is generally done in 
Europe, grain being planted one year and 
som ething else the next, it being found that 
the same thing planted year after year is 
detrim ental. 
Nearly all the old trees in 
Europe were raised from seed, and did not 
begin to pay any return to the planter for 
fifty years. 
In other words, the children 
and grandchildren received the benefit, and 
as the tree will live for centuries, it is, per­ 
haps, not so long to wait. 
No better instance of the wonderful dis­ 
coveries in the science of fruit-raising can 
he found than this, that by propagation 
from cuttings the planter can realize in 
California in five years what the old Roman 
waited fifty for. There is much discussion 
as to the age attained by the European 
trees. According to Risso, the tree at Beau­ 
lieu. Italy, is rt least 1,000 years old. This 
tree is a most impressive' sight, being at 
four feet from the ground twenty-three feet 
in circumference, and is supposed to have 
yielded at least 350,'Kj9 poutuls of olive <41. 
in a single year it has yielded 500 pounds. 
The gathering tim e of the groves about 
Nice is from November to January, the 
blossom appearing in April and varying 
whli the locality. The fruit is gathered by 
cheap labor—men, women and children— 
at.d packed in dry apartm ents or houses 
built for the purpose. 
W hen a large quan­ 
tity are picked the pressiug is commenced, 
various "kinds of mills worked by steam 
or mules being used. The pulp that is pro­ 
duced is now placed in baskets somewhat 
curiously shaped, and subm itted to consid­ 
erable pressure, the oil produced being 
termed "virgin,” and is then A l, and una­ 
dulterated. The pulp rem aining is then 
treated to a hath of hot-water and allowed I 


to ferment, when it is again doused with 
boiling water and repressed. The oil from 
this second process is of coarse an inferior 
quality, containing more fatty m atter. 
A 
second grade of the above is obtained by 
treating the residue to more water ai d 
boiling it. 
This mixed with the first is 
used in the m anufacture of certain soaps. 
But the end is not yet. All the water that 
has been used in these various processes is 
carefully drained off into a large vessel and 
allowed to stand—a rich, clear oil rising to 
the surface. This is skim m ed off', and is 
used for illum inating 
purposes. 
This 
gives a pure, clear light, and is m uch used 
in the quaint old Etruscan lamps, that 
are seen 
only as ornam ents in 
this 
country, but áre yet common in Italy. 
The 
mass 
that 
still 
remains, 
that 
might he considered worthless is dried and 
pressed into sm all bricks, and utilized as 
fuel to heat the water. Tlie kernels, that 
are of course separated from the fruit, are 
also used in this way or sold, and not a 
fraction of the olive is wasted. 
Even the 
ashes are collected carefully and sold for 
the potassium obtained from them . The 
baskets that are pressed out of shape, and 
that are soaked with oil, are either sent to 
the orchard to be used about the trees as 
m anure, or sold to sm all farmers as a sub­ 
stitute for guano. The oil obtained is care­ 
fully stored in sealed jars or in large reser­ 
voirs. 
W hile the oil is rather a luxury in this 
country, it is alm ost a necessity in Italy. 
The poorer classes eat it as we do butter. 
The time is not far distant when this great 
industry, one of the most im portant in Eu­ 
rope, will have a rival in this part of the 
world. Already olive orchards are paying 
$2.200 per acre in this State, and that on 
abobe land on the hillside ; and not m any 
years from now the present treeless tracts, 
ihe homes of the gopher and ground squir­ 
rel, will be covered with the rich olive.

R e m a r k a b le P h e n o m e n a A tte n d in g th e 
E ru p tio n o f M o u n t T a ra w e ra . 
Among the many extraordinary natural 
_ henom ena attending 
the eruption 
of 
M ount Tarawera, one which appears tom e 
not tlie least singular has been passed over 
in comparative silence and without excit­ 
ing comment, as far as I am aware, among 
the scientific or unscientific public, 
i al­ 
lude to the fact of their being unable to 
make water boil on that terrible night, 
when earth itself appeared to lie in a state 
of ebullition. I give here tlie narrative 
from Mr. McRae’s own lips: 
11 I made George Baker, the cook, ]>ut 
some water on the fire to m ake cocoa for 
the women, who were cold and shivering, 
poor souls, though holding up grandly. 
About three-quarters of an hour afterward 
he met me in the passage and said to m e : 
“ 4 Come here. sir. 
“ 4 W hat is it ?’ said I. 
44 4 I can’t get the water to boil,’ he said. 
44' T ut,’ said I : 4 poke up the fire.’ 
44 4 It’s a good lire,’ he replied, and so it 
was, a glowing fire of blazing rata logs—a 
splendid fire. 
‘ Tut your hand in there 
and feel it,’ said he, taking tlie lid off the 
boiler. 
, 
44 I did so very gingerly, I can assure you, 
and found the water as cold as when we 
put it on. There were so m any extraordi­ 
nary things happening around me that this 
particular one did not excite my wonder 
very m uch. 
I thought it was owing to the 
electricity in the air. 
George Baker can 
vouch, as well as myself, for the fact of the 
water having been on tlie fire for full three- 
quarters of an hour, and at the end of that 
time being as cold as when it was put on. 
We spoke of tlie circumstance to the others 
at the tim e as being curious, hut soon had 
m atters more serious to distract our atten­ 
tion.” 
Now, surely here is a natural phenome­ 
non worthy tlie investigation of all our sci­ 
entific men, not only in New Zealand, hut 
throughout the civilized world. 
We, of 
course, all know that the greater the atm o­ 
spheric pressure the greater the num ber of 
units of heat required to make the water 
boil, hut some other deterrent cause m ust 
have been at work in this instance, as after 
having been placed for three-quarters of an 
hour on a good tire the water remained ab­ 
solutely cold. W hat other cause was there ." 
is the problem 1 suggest to our scientific 
m en as one well worthy of our research. 
On tlie night of the Tarawera eruption 
the Haszard family liad in their cash-box 
among other moneys, a hail sovereign ly­ 
ing on tlie top of four half crowns. 
During 
tlie storm which hurst over their devoted 
residence the building was struck by light­ 
ning. 
On digging out the effects the work­ 
ing party handed over the cash-box to tlie 
friends of the Haszard family. 
John P. 
Morpeth, of To»sonby, at whose house Mrs. 
Haszard has been staying, has now in his 
possession the half sovereign and four half 
crowns, which form a perfect curiosity 
The lightning appears to have fused the 
coins together, and in some mysterious way, 
though the face of tlie half sovereign is not 
defaced, the gold appears to have been 
driven through tiie center of each of tlie 
half crowns, as each in tlie center is col­ 
ored tlie size of a shilling as if with gold. 
As a souvenir of the Tarawera eruption it 
is one of tlie most rem arkable that ha3 yet 
been exhibited.—Acte Zealand Herald. 


R e s t o r a t io n o f t h e B a s t il e .—The bas- 
tile is going to ho restored. One of the 
sights of the Paris Exhibition, inci lc.ting 
the centenary of tiie revolution, will be a 
restoration of the famous prison exactly as 
it was in 1789. The Port d’Arsenal, the en­ 
trance to the bastile, tiie Institute Favart, 
and their neighboring streets will aiso be 
faithfully reproduced. 
The Protestants’ 
Temple, which figured conspicuously in 
the affairs of 17,-9, and was turned into a 
meeting house and place of amusem ent, is 
to be utilized for an exhibition 44 de lutlic- 
rie." This lias nothing to do with Luther, 
but m eans that all the musical instrum ents 
of the present tim e will be exhibited in tlie 
temple ; concerts will be given occasionally 
from the instrum ents of the old masters, 
such as Gretry and Mehul. 
It is said that 
the organizers of the exhibition are on the 
lookout for souvenirs of the revolution. 
They are after M arat's bath, which was re­ 
cently sold by a Breton cura for several 
thousand francs. They v\ ill probably also 
try to get the original guillotine, if it was 
not it which the Communists burned, or 
h unt up the red cap of liberty which Louis 
wore when he put his head out of the win­ 
dow in tiie Tuiieries. Having once rebuilt 
the bastile, they m ust clearly have hack tiie 
original key which was presented to W ash­ 
ington by Lafayette, and the anniversary 
exhibition cannot possibly be complete 
unless the famoti3 prison is restormed aud 
destroyed again.

The following letter from H . W einstock, 
of this city, to the Pacific Ilural Press, w rit­ 
ten during his recent visit to the East, and 
which appears in the J'rcss of this week, 
will prove of great interest to all fruit­ 
growers in California. 
Mr. W einstock is a 
careful and critical observer, and thor­ 
oughly qualified to m ake the investigation 
upon which he entered and lias so ably re­ 
ported. It will be observed that m any new 
facts are given upon the subject of dispos­ 
ing of our fruits at the East, and an en­ 
tirely new plan for augmenting the sales of 
California fruits throughoiel the East is 
suggested. H e says: 


MB. WEIXSTOCK's LETTER. 
" How do you explain the present unsat­ 
isfactory condition of the Eastern m arket 
for California fruits, and what, in your 
judgment, is the rem edy?” This question 
was addressed by your correspondent while 
in Chicago not long ago to Mr. Hixson, an 
old and experienced California commission 
m erchant. 
He replied by saying: “ The 
present unsatisfactory condition is brought 
about by California fruits being in the 
V 
hands of too few. This idea of trying to 
m ake a monopoly of California fruits won’t 
do, and the sooner tiie growers find it out 
the better it will be for their interests. The 
remedy lies in free trade. 
If you can get 
the railroad companies to accept fruit ship­ 
m ents of any size, so that anybody West 
m ay ship any quantity to anybody East, 
the diiliculty will be solved. 
You want to 
get your truits into the greatest possible 
num ber of hands and channels, and until 
you do that your m arket will be choked 
and limited.” 
T he same question being asked W ash­ 
ington I’orter, of the firm of Porter Bros’. 
Company, agents for the California Fruit 
Union, his answer was as follow s: “The 
present unsatisfactory conditions are the 
re-ult f California fruits being placed in 
t i * many hands. 
W hen the Fruit Union 
was organized it was done with the idea of 
concentrating all California fruits into one 
baud, so that they could be evenly distrib 
uted through the country, as vou would 
distribute butter over bread, so that the 
fruit being brought into competition with 
it>ell might be prevented. 
Unforeseen cir­ 
cumstances have, however, arisen since 
the union was organized that, for the 
present, destroyed this idea of concentra­ 
tion, and hence the unsatisfactory results. 
U ntil Eastern shipm ents of California 
fruits t un be placed in the hands of one 
house, who will have supreme control, 
there is a likelihood of the present condi­ 
tions continuing to exist. In proportion as 
the fruit is sent to more houses, so in pro­ 
portion is the competition likely to grow 
keener and keener, and of course always at 
the expense of the shipper or grower. There 
are also other reasons for the present un­ 
favorable conditions. 
Much inferior fruit 
has been shipped that lias arrived in bad 
shape, and that realized but little more 
than freight charges. Beside, the crop of 
native truits has been very large, and has 
come into the m arket earlier than usual, 
and was strong competition to California 
fruits. 
It is a m istake on the part of Cali­ 
fornia fruit-growers to think they have an 
unlim ited m arket in the East for any and 
all fruits which they may send here.” Cou- 
. 
tinuing his remarks, Mr i ’orter said : “ My 
judgm ent is that the Eastern m arket for 
California fruits Is limited, and anything 
that is ser,t here beyond that lim it m ust 
depress prices and bring unfavorable re­ 
turns. The best evidence of m y sincerity 
in the belief that the Eastern m arket for 
California fruits is lim ited is in the fact 
that, while I have made very large invest­ 
m ents ill Chicago real estate, I have made 
none in California fruit lands. 
Had I faith 
in the idea that the East can consume all 
the fruit California can raise, you may rest 
assured that I would long ago have made 
liberal 
investments 
in California 
fruit 
lands.” 
Mr. Dudley, of the firm of Dudley, Clapp 
it Doe. who were appointed by i ’orter 
Brothers' Company, of Chicago, as their 
agents for Mew York City, was asked by 
your correspondent how m uch California 
fruit the New York m arket could stand. 
H ere is his rep!}': “ T his is a peculiar and 
deceptive market. 
It would appear that a 
city the size and magnitude of New York 
could use unlim ited quantities of stuff. 
But this is not so, at least so far as m y ex­ 
perience with California fruit would show. 
W e find that there is an exceedingly lim ­ 
ited demand for California fruits, and the 
m om ent the supply exceeds this limited 
demand, down go your prices.” 
" W hat have been the average weekly re­ 
ceipts iif California fruits in the city of New 
Y ork ?” 
“ Not over a carload a week.” 
“ Then f am to understand that in your 
judgm ent the city of New York and vicin* 
ily cannot use more than a carload of Cali­ 
fornia fruits a week 
“ No, sir; not toadvantage.” 
“ But supposing that California fruits 
could be laid down in the city of New 
✓ 
Y orlc at the cost to the retailer not to ex­ 
ceed 10 cents a pound, enabling them to 
sell them , witli a lair profit, at 15 cents a 
pound, would not the consum ption be 
very largely increased?” 
“ I don’t think the fruit can be brought 
here so as to retail at 15 cents a pound with 
a profit to all concerned. 
You m ust re­ 
m em ber that thus far we have not been 
able to bring carloads of California fruit to 
New York in good condition. 
There has 
always been a large percentage of loss by 
decay while in transit, and, therefore, what 
good fruit reaches New York must bring a 
high price to compensate for that which is 
lost.” 
. 
Mr. Merritt, President of the M erritt 
F ruit Company, of New York city, who 
are among the largest fruit commission 
houses in the irade, said : “ There is an un­ 
limited m arket here for first-class Califor­ 
n ia fruits. Thus far the am ount sent us is 
but a drop in the ocean. There is no rea­ 
son in the world why carloads of fruit, and 
if need be trainloads, cannot be sent direct 
from California to the city of New York 
and sold at prices that m ust insure satis­ 
factory returns to the grower. This idea of 
cue carload of California fruit a week being 
as m uch as New York city can stand is ab­ 
surd. W hy, this m arket lias used as m any 
as 500 carloads of peaches in one week, as 
well as m illions of boxes and vast ship­ 
* 
loads of M editerranean fruits and grapes ; 
and to think that a m arket of this sort 
would stagger under more than one carload 
of California fruit a week, is laughable. 
T he difficulty thus far has been that the 
California friiit has been concentrated into 
the hands of a few. whose interest it is to 
keep the m arket bare and to sell small 
quantities at high prices, instead of large 
quantities at moderate prices. You cannot 
hope to m arket the vast fruit yield3 of 
California in that way any more than you 
can hope to force an ocean of water through 
a one-inch pipe. Once get your fruit down 
to a price w ithin the reach of the thou­ 
sands, and you need never fear of over­ 
loading a m arket like that of the city of 
New Y ork.” 


A XEW YORK RETAILER. 
" How much a pound are those Califor­ 
nia grapes ?” asked your correspondent of 
a Broadway retail dealer in fine fruits. 
“ Thirty cents a pound, or $1 25 for that 
five-pound basket.” 
“ Is not rather high ? ’ 
“ No : we have sold them as high as 40 
cents a pound.” 
. 
“ Do you find the dem and for California 
fruits oil the increase ?” 
' We can sell all the gootl California 
grapes that we can get. The trouble lias 
been to get a sufficient supply. 
But why 
do vou ask these questions?” 
“ Because I a n a California fruit grower, 
and am deeply interested in tiie future ot 
California truits in the East.” 
“ Weli, you just scud plenty of good fruit, 
and we will find no trouble in disposing of 
it.” 
. 
“ You are in an excellent location and 
seem to be doing a thriving business ; now, 
about bow m any crates of California grapes 
do you sell, on an average, a week ? 
“ About twenty crates a week, though I 
could use more if I could get them as 
needed." 
. 
“ W hat if they could be brought to this 
m arket so that you could retail them with 
a fair profit at 15 cents a pound, how m any 
more could you sell ?” 
“ Not very m any. 
W hile it is a good 
J 


plan to send plenty of first-class fruit to 
this m arket, 1 don't think it would be well 
to send so much of it as to force the retail 
price down to anything like 15 cents a 
pound." 
“W hy not'” ’ 
“ Because if you stnd too much of it, it 
will get into the hands of all the fruit- 
stauds and frcit-hncksters, and will be­ 
come common and cheapened, and will 
lose caste among the finer trade who buy 


it 
only in nrst-ctass p 
_ 
“But, so far as the grower is concerned, 
don't you think it is for his in len st that 
the fruit shall become, as you choose to 
call it, “comm on’? 
W ill not ten pounds 
be eaten where one is now consumed ?” 
“I think not. 
My opinion is that it ¡3 
better for you to send" as m uch as the m ar­ 
ket can use at a high price and to stop 
right there. It seems to me better for the 
grower to get a good, round sum for a rea­ 
sonable quantity than a very low price for 
a great quantity.” 


A BROOKLYN' RETAILER. 
“ Do you find much demand for Califor­ 
nia grapes?” said the writer to one of the 
largest retail and wholesale fruit dealers in 
the city of Brooklyn. 
“ Yes : the demand this season has been 
fair, and I m ight say on the increase.” 
“ Have you sold very m any this sea­ 
son ?” 
“ About thirty-four crates.” 
“ I should judge, then, that you are the 
largest dealer in California fruits in the city 
of Brooklyn, because I have canvassed the 
city and have found but two others who 
have handled any California fruits this 
year, and between them they have only 
used sixteen crates this season—making, to­ 
gether with yours, a consumption of fifty 
crates for theentire city of Brooklyn. Now, 
why is it that a city of this m agnitude can­ 
not use m ore California grapes'”’ 
“ First, because we have not always been 
able to get them ; secondly, because at the 
price we m ust charge the demand is lim ­ 
ited ?” 
“ W hat do you get for good California 
gropes?” 
“ Twenty-five to thirty cents a pound; 
sometimes we sell a five-pound basket as 
low as one dollar.” 
“ Well, do you call that a high price?" 
‘ No, when the superiority of the Cali­ 
fornia grape is considered ; but you know 
the people of Broolyn are not. as a rule, ex­ 
travagant, and will not pay fancy prices— 
more especially if they can buy good native 
fruits at from five to ten cents per pound.'’ 
" Do you sell m any M editerranean or 
Malaga grapes?” 
“ Yes, a great m any, more especially dur­ 
ing the holiday season, when they áre in 
great demand.” 
“ At what price do the M editerranean 
grape3 retail?” 
“ A t about 15 cenis a pound, although we 
sometimes get as high as 20 and 25.” 
“ If California granes were sold at the 
same price as the Mediterranean or Malaga 
grapes, which would be in greater de­ 
mand ?” 
“ California grapes, bv all means, as they 
are better, sweeter and m uch handsom er 
in appearance.” 
“ It I could furnish you first-class Cali­ 
fornia grapes at 10 cents a pound, could you 
afford to sell them at retail for 15 cents a 
pound ?” 
“ Yes, because I do a popular trade, and 
with the volume of business I do here I 
should cjusider 5 cents a pound a very fair 
profit.” 
“ Now. if you could retail them at 15 
cents*-! pound, how many could you use?” 
“ I cannot answer that question with fig­ 
ures. 
I can only say that I could sell a 
great m any—m any more than I have thus 
far sold.” 
“ Do you think that at that price the city 
of Brooklyn, as a whole, could use on an 
average half a carload a day ?” 
“ I should consider that a very low esti­ 
mate. I have no doubt the city would con­ 
sum e a carload a day, and possibly more.” 


A BOSTON RETAILER. 
“ W hat is your 
price for 
California 
grapes? ’ 
The question this tim e was 
asked of a prom inent Boston retailer. 
“ Thirty-five cents a pound.” 
“ Have you been able to get all the Cali­ 
fornia grapes that you could use this sea­ 
son ?” 
"N o. not always. To-day. for instance, 
there are none to be hail in the market, 
nor were there any here yesterday, though 
I have orders on m y book from several 
customers.” 
“ lla v e they been arriving here in good 
condition ?” 
“ As a rule, y e s; though I have known of 
some lots coming here in very had condi­ 
tion. and were sold as low as $1 a crate.” 
“ I am informed that you are the princi- 
pal” dealer in California fruits, and use 
more than any other house in town.” 
“ Yes, I have made a specialty of it, and 
have worked up a nice trade.” 
“ Do you keep posted on the receipts of 
California fruits in Boston ?” 
“ Yes; I don’t think any m an iu this 
city is better posted upon that subject than 
myself.” 
How many grapes, so far as you know, 
have been received in Boston per week ?" 
“ I should say about half a carload.” 
“ Can you explain why it is that the city 
of Chicago consumes two and a half to 
three carloads a day and Boston only half 
a carload a week ?" 
“ It m ust be a m atter of price. I presume 
( Tlifornia grapes in Chicago are sold very 
m uch cheaper than here.” 
“ Yes; they have been retailed th e re a t 
ten cents a pound this season.” 
“ Well, there lies the explanation.” 
" Supposing grapes were retailed in Bos­ 
ton at fifteen cents a pound, what then?” 
“ That, of couise, would make a wonder­ 
ful diflerence. 
However, 1 would rath, r 
not see that condition of affairs.” 
“ W hy n ot?” 
“ Because, doing a fir3t-elass business, I 
should prefer lo handle limited quantities 
at a large profit ratln r than large quantities 
at a sm all profit. 
Beyond that, 1 am free 
to adm it that if the retad price was re­ 
duced to twelve and a half or fifteen cents a 
pound, the consumption would be very 
m uch greater than now." 


THE FRUIT NOT POPULARIZED. 
Mr. Snow, of Snow & Co., Boston, sai 1 : 
“ I was present at a meeting of the fruit­ 
growers held in Sacramento last winter, 
and from the discussions that then took 
place, I inferred it was the purpose of the 
California fruit-growers to popularize their 
fruits in tiie East, and to distribute them 
into the greatest num ber of hands possible. 
Thus far this has certainly not been done. 
The Chicago agents of the California Fruit 
h a v e , in m y judgm ent, failed to carry out 
that part oi' the fruit-growers’ programme, 
at least so far as Boston is concerned. Cali­ 
fornia fruits are no nearer being popular­ 
ized this season in Boston than they ever 
were, and never will be unless radical 
changes are made in the policy now being 
pursued.” 
“I am informed that early in the season 
you received a cargo of apricots from 
Porter Bros. Co., the returns for which 
were very unsatisfactory.” 
“ Yes, we unexpectedly received a car­ 
load of apricots, which arc not a popular 
fruit in this part of the country. That car­ 
load should not have been sent us at that 
time. It is true there were some peaches 
in the car, but by the time they reached 
Boston they were nearly ail rotten. The 
freight charges also were over $¡.200 on 
that carload to Boston, which appeared 
very excessive, but we could get no expla­ 
nation concerning it from the railroad com­ 
pany nr l’orter Bros. The car realized 
about $1,300, which, after the commissions 
were deducted, left nothing for the grower. 
But if the charges had not been over $500, 
the returns would have been about 75 cents 
a box to the grower. 
I believe tiiere is a 
field in Boston for carload lots of fruit, pro­ 
vided you can get concessions in freight 
rates and in the tim e of transit, and pro­ 
vided vou ship none but first-class stock.” 
" Is "it true that the receipts in Boston of 
California grapes have not exceeded half a 
carload a week ?" 
“ So far as I know that is about all that 
has been received here this season. 


THESE VIEW S REPRESENTATIVE. 
Your correspondent 
has selected the 
above interviews from among a great num ­ 
ber that he has held during the past few 
weeks with very m any of the wholesale 
and retail fruit dealers in the leading East­ 
ern cities. The opinions expressed tatrly 
represent the views of two opposite ele­ 
ments. The careful reader will note that 
there is a class of wholesale and retail 
dealers whose interest it seems to be to 
lim it the Eastern m arket for California 
fruits, and who arc opposed to any plan 
that will bring California fruits within the 
reach of the masses. 
W hatever plan may 
be adopted to popularize California fruits 
is sure to meet with strong opposition from 
this element, who dread the loss of fancy 
profits and an exclusive trade. A feature 
that was very noticeable to the writer, and 
that forced itself upon his attention in all 
the cities that he has tbns far visited, was 
the 


DISTRIBUTION OF MEDITERRANEAN FRUITS. 
It seemed strange that fruits coming from 
a foreign country, laboring under the dis­ 
advantage of 20 per cent, duty and inferior 
in appearance and quality, should have be­ 
come so popular and should have found its 
w av into so m any hands. The question 
presented itself, how was this 
D r o u g h t 
about, and what method for m arketing 
their fruits in this country do the Mediter­ 
ranean growers and shippers follow that 
evidently is so successful? 
W hy not trace 
out their methods, and if found practicable, 
why may they not be applied to the m ar­ 
keting of California fruits ? 
A c c o rd in g ly , your c o rr e s p o n d e n t d e v o te d 
c o n s id e ra b le "time to f in d in g out the m a n ­ 
ner in 
w h ic h M editerranean fruits are 
h a n d le d , a n d h e discovered th a t evidently

American Consul at Almería, we believe 
receipts will run over 125,000 barrels, if not 
150,000. 
"T h is is, of course, provided no rains 
come up to, say October 15th, when the 
crop will be all gathered. 
Boston receives 
about one-eighth of what comes here, and 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, say one-eightli 
between them. 
“ This fruit is always packed in barrels 
made of oak sent out from the Southwest 
via New Orleans, and packed in fine cork- 
dust, which preserves it. W e have kept 
Almería or Malaga grapes in our store­ 
houses. in fine order, from October until 
May. 
It is sent here for account of the 
growers in Almería and vicinity, each man 
having his own m ark and dealing with U3 
here direct without the intervention of 
anybody. 
We have now over 115 different 
parties shipping to us from Almería, Spain. 
Prices in the past two seasons, on prime 
fruits, ranged Irom $0 to $s per barrel, and 
$4 to $5 on common to fairly good. Fifty 
pounds of grapes net to a barrel. 
Duty is 
2ft per cent, on value in Almería, and 
freight is about 50 cents per barrel: so the 
shippers have had returned to them say 
about 10 to 12 cents per pound on the 
finest, and 6 to 7 cents on common quality. 
We know that our returns have been most 
satisfactory to the shippers, and more will 
come each year. Still, the more we receive 
the larget grows the demand, and everv 
grocer in every little town this side of 
Chicago has a few barrels of Alnteria 
grapes always on hand to supply the con­ 
stantly-increasing demand. 
“ We are jn st at the commencement of 
the new season. First arrivals of any con­ 
sequence are here to-day, say about 7,000 
1 arrels 
Arrivals will continue until Jan ­ 
uary 1st, so the whole campain covers but 
three months. 
“All this fruit is sold at auction here im ­ 
mediately on arrival, and we have buyers 
come from all points w ithin 100 miles to 
b id ; competition among them doe3 the 
rest. 
"O ur buyers scatter the fruit all over the 
country, and they seem never to be full, 
always willing to bid for more. The auc­ 
tion is the only way to dispose of perish­ 
able fruit. 
We always get the full m arket 
value, because we have fiom 100 to 200 of 
the sharpest fruit dealers daily at oursa'es. 
and as we have sold all of our importations 
in this auction room for the past 17 years, 
we think we may venture an opinion of 
its worth. 
"In our opinion the prices will be some­ 
what lower here this season, because it is 
probable that we shall have steady and 
large arrivals, all of prime quality, and if 
our m arket is glutted the good prices of the 
past two seasons will not be bad. 
“ However, you tell me that notw ith­ 
standing California grapes are retailed at 
from 25 to ."5 cents a pound in New York 
city and elsewhere east of Chicago, the 
grower will not net over 2J or 3 cents a 
pound. If this is so, then, even with prob­ 
able lower prices, opr M editerranean ship­ 
pers will surely realize more than double 
these figures. Regarding the application of 
this method to California fruits, I see no 
good reason why it cannot be done. 
Of 
course you m ust send us good fruits and at 
the right time, and if you can get reason­ 
able freight rates it is sure to pay. The 
same trade that buys our foreign fruits 
stands ready to buy your California fruits. 
The latter would be sold to the same peo­ 
ple, in the same m anner and under the 
sam e conditions as the former.” 


THE APPLICATION TO CALIFORNIA. 
The plan of selling California fruit by 
auction embraces the benefits of all systems 
that have hitherto been tried, and avoids 
the evils attached to past and present 
methods. 
It sends fruit through one chan­ 
nel, and in doing so carries out the idea ex­ 
pressed by Mr. Porter; and, again, the 
fruit is distributed into the greatest possible 
num ber of hands, and thus embraces the 
point dwelt upon by Mr. Hixson. 
It 
brings about the 
keenest competition 
among buyers, and thereby insures the 
grower or shipper the highest market price. 
As the fruit is quickly distributed into a 
great num ber ot retail bands, it destroys 
the exclusiveness hitherto existing in tiie 
retail handling of California fruits, and 
likewise brings about keen competition 
among retail dealers which m ust soon place 
California fruits within the reach of the 
masses. Your correspondent would there­ 
fore strongly advocate that the following 
things be done and the following plan 
adopted: 
First—T hat a State Convention of all 
growers raising fruit for Eastern shipm ent 
l>e held some tim e the coming m outh of 
November. 
Second—That all persons engaged in 
shipping fruit Eust, w hether growers or 
otherwise, be invited to be present and to 
take part in the deliberations of the Con­ 
vention. 
Third—That the present by-laws of the 
California F ruit Union be amended so as 
to adm it on a pur all persons engaged in 
shipping fruits East, whether growers or 
otherwise. 
Fourth—That the combined influence of 
all growers and shippers be used to gain 
concessions in rates, in tim e and in facili­ 
ties from transportation companies. 
That 
the num ber of ears to a train should not 
exceed ten, and, if possible, even less. 
T uat the kind of fruit cars used shall be 
adapted to the purpose, and that the time 
of transit shall be m uch nearer passenger 
tim e than has been made this season. Toe 
rates from California to New York and 
Boston m ust be rcJuced so as not to exceed 
$350 or $400 per ear, which is equal to the 
present rate ($300) per car front California 
to Chicago. 
F ifth—A thoroughly competent and fear­ 
less lruit inspector shall be appointed, 
whose duty it shall be to exam ine all fruits 
submitted for Eastern shipments, and to 
reject without fear or favor all fruits that 
do not come up to the standard in quality 
or packing. 
Sixth—A reliable house to be selected in 
each ot the following cities : Denver, Oma­ 
ha. Chicago, New York. Boston, and pos­ 
sibly Philadelphia ami Baltimore, to whom 
as many carloads shall be shipped weekly, 
semi-weekly, tri-weekly or daily, as tic 
m arket and other conditions may demand, 
with instructions that all fruits be sold by 
auction to the highest bidders. 
Seventh—That the privilege be allowed 
growers or shippers to nam e the destina­ 
tion of their fruits, but all fruits m ust be 
sold by auction, and in no otber way. 
The purpose of calling a State Conven­ 
tion is to subm it to the judgm ent of (lie 
growers and shippers of California this 
and such other plans for remedying exist­ 
ing evils as may be offered, and in order 
that their combined influence may be used 
to b ick whatever plan m ay be adopted. 
The reason for extending an invitation 
to shippers who are not growers to take 
p artin the Convention and to join the Cali­ 
fornia Fruit Union is because there is a t 
ample field in the Eastern m atk-t for bntli 
—as much so as for the Mediterranean 
shipper and grower, whose consignments 
to tin's market tttu d side by side, an i who 
do business in perfect harmony. 
W hile 
there are many California growers who 
prefer, to do th tir own ship, ing and to 
take tb iir own risks, tbeie ure others 
who are 
not 
prepared to 
do thi", 
who cannot afford to take risks nor 
wait several 
weeks 
for their returns, 
and would rather sell at a fixed price for 
ready cash ; to such as these the buyer and 
shipper is a benefit, and ought therefore to 
be encouraged. The question of reducing 
trains from fifteen to ten cars lies entirely 
w ith the Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. The transportation companies be­ 
yond Ogden who have been interviewed by 
the writer have verbally signified tbeir 
willingness to agree to such concessions, 
and have explained that the m atter lies 
entirely with the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. 
It is of the highest iraportanoe that the 
services of a competent truit inspector be 
secured, and that he rigidly reject ail im ­ 
properly packed or inferior fruits offered 
for Eastern shipm ent. Tit's should be done 
in the interest of the very grower who sui." 


lots to a few houses on this side of the 
water, giving them exclusivecontroi. This 
plan not proving satisfactory, they en­ 
larged the num ber of houses and consigned 
their fruits to a great m any. This like­ 
wise proved unsatisfactory, until finally 
they hit upon a plan which has worked 
admirably, and w hich has developed for 
them one of the finest m arkets in the 
world, and has given them m illions of 
consumers for customers. 
On further investigation it was found 
that the Florida orange-growers had like­ 
wise undergone California's present experi­ 
ence ; that they had also tried the plan 
first, of consigning their products to a lew, 
then to a great many, but always with u n ­ 
satisfactory 
results, 
and 
finally, 
they 
adopted the plan first introduced by the 
Mediterranean growers. 
It now rem ains 
for the growers and shippers of California 
to follow in their footsteps. I cannot think 
of any better way of illustrating and ex­ 
plaining this most successful method of 
m arketing foreign fruits in the East than 
to take extracts from a letter of a New 
Y ork correspondent to a Florida paper, 
who, it seems, was performing a work sim ­ 
ilar to that in which your correspondent is 
now engaged;

This is an advertisement which met my eyes 
upon looking over the Journal of Commerce the 
other morning. The qhautityof fruit lo be sold 
w as large, and it teemed to me that this sale 
altordi'il a good opportunity for finding out 
something of a branch of trade which is becom 
ing more and more important. It occurred to 
me that I might team most by figuring in the 
character of a buyer at Pier 11, North river. A 
sm art wait-through the crowded thoroughfares 
soon brought me to tiie pier, where the great 
Mediterranean fruit steamers were discharging 
tbeir fragrant cargoes of oranges and lemons bv 
steam, and working at both hatchways. As'l 
entered the wide doors I could look down tiie 
length of the deck through it long vista ot 
oranges and lemons in boxes, piled regularly in 
piles ot eight and ten, with the brands exposed, 
there were long avenues length wise of the deck 
so that buyers could examine the fruit. Cata­ 
logue iu baud, the clerks ami porters of the im­ 
porters were chalking the lot number on the 
lruit belonging to each, and opening the boxes 
to show the quality. Colored boys furnished 
each buyer us lie arrived with a catalogue. The 
catalogue gave the lot number, the bruud and 
the quantity of each. This would give about 
twenty lots on each page, m aking 1110 lots of 
various brands, no two alike, of oranges anti 
lemons lo be sold. The quantity in each lot 
varied and ranged from ion boxes’down to one 
1 box. with an average of about 30 boxes. 
The avenues between these huge piles of fruit 
w ere thronged with busy men ot all ages, each 
with catalogue and pteucil in hand, scrutinizing 
lots and marking their critical comments upon 
their soundness and value. There was no time 
for conversation or loitering. The fruit had 
been discharged front the steamer all the niclit 
previous, and before sale there were only four 
hours in which to examine the boxes covering 
a tloek SO feet wide by 6u0 feet long. It was u 
busy scene. Men climbed over boxes and about 
them : hardly a word w as spoken. At 11 o’clock 
the dock was so full that the steamer stopped 
discharging. Buyer afrer buyer rolled up his 
catalogue aud took the elevated railway for the 
down-town place of sale. The -alesroom is near 
the Buttery, the lower point of New York, where 
are the Exchanges for produce, oil, cotton, 
stocks, and where all the elevated railways con­ 
verge. The salesroom is at the corner’of the 
busiest business street in New York. About 
ti tv persons were w ilting for the sale to begin. 
Five minutes before the hour three clerks 
brought iu the hooks and took their seats upon 
the platform. A bell summoned tfcc buyers, 
still below. When they had ascended there 
were seen : On men of all ages and conditions 
present. JustbeMre noon the auctioneer mounts 
the platform : the hum of conversation ceases ; 
every buyer settles himself for the closest work 
of purchasing what he noted for his own wants. 
In a clear, strong, quick voice the auctioneer 
says : “ We will offer you the cargo of the Burs- 
well." Opening the catalogue he calls out the 
lot numbers of such fruit on these pages as were 
in the docks, as only such as was discharged was 
sold. 
He offers the choice of fruit on these two 
pages to the highest bidder, and with great rap­ 
idity the auctioneer knocks off the lots to such 
bidder. Not a word is spoken by the company. 
The auctioneer knows It is bidders aud they him 
so well that a nod, a wink, an attitude of the 
body, is sufficiently understood. Boon tvs the 
lots on two pages arc sold the next two are 
taked up. In one hour 300 lots of oranges were 
disitosea of. 
Two bookkeepers took down the 
prices and tlte names of the purchasers, and not 
an error was made as to either. The auctioneer 
stepped from the platform, and his partner, tak­ 
ing his place, sold the lemons in the same way. 
This occupied another hour anti the business 
was over. 
The buyers folded their catalogues 
and walked down stairs in groups to buy 
grapes. 
There is a prevalent Impression that the auc­ 
tion iu green iruit means a last resort of those 
who have not been able to dispose of it at pri­ 
vate sale—iu fact that bidders buy for mere 
nothing in the “iTteap John” way, and sellers 
are sacrificed. 
No mistake could be greater. 
Whatever may be the character of the auction 
sales id furniture, dry goods, etc., fruit sales are 
something very different. 
But for these trade 
sales, fruit arriving in New York could not be 
disposed of. 
Prices at private sales would not. 
by 20 per cent., net as muc h as they do at auc­ 
tion. tor the reason that it would stop the cnm- 
rctn io n o f the large it d small buyers at,dot 
t he wholesale atui retail buyers, the out-ot-town 
-kip; era ami ped.l ers. 
This comp'Litton is the very life aud sou! of 
the business". Ftuil held tor private sale would 
rot on the dock before finding a purchaser. 
Tht re are months in which 3U0.0Q0 boxes are 
brought to the city of New York alone. There 
have l.ueti 
k - in which 
boxes were 
landed—’.''■•Ob i boxes per day. 
The very pro- 
iti-ene-s of the crop of oranges would tend to 
hold buyers back and frighten sellers into sac­ 
rificing tic fruit t" save cartage and storage. 
When, in ltsvt. the full crop amounted to atxrtit 
150,into boxes for the year, it was then found im­ 
possible to d i s p o s e of it st private sale. 
Now. 
when the annual crop amontes to 2,.WMnio 
boxes, any man attempting to sell it at prp'atc 
sale would be laughed at. 
The word “auc­ 
tion'" in the green fruit sales really means regu­ 
lar trade sates, and something very different 
from auction of furniture and pictures. 
In the 
div goods or furniture auction houses the goods 
aré soltl down in regular order, beginning with 
be. l, then lot 2, and soon. In fruit sales the 
cargo is open for the choice ot any lot lo the 
highest bidder. 
This fact in itself stimulates 
competition, for ít» bidders may mark 200 dif­ 
ferent lo ts of fruit as the be.-t, according to 
judgment, nttd not knowing but somebody else 
i- intending to buy the lot lie wants, each one 
bids against the other—no bidder, as I have 
said, la ing sure what the choice will be. 
This 
makes the entire sale a competirion b tween nil 
the huvers, who. with their different needs and 
views, keep the price up and benefits the seller. 
lh e lruit in the hands of the auctioneer do s 
net pass out of the control of the seller. At any 
time he can withdraw it If the price does not 
please him. It Florida fruit is to be handled 
advantageously to the shipper, the true course 
would seem to be to consign it to some good par­ 
tió-, put it oil tire d >ck and then sell i' by auc­ 
tion, just as the Mediterranean fruit is snld. it 
will then bring more money, and the competi­ 
tion at the sale will more than reimburse the 
charges. Rales and returns will be quick and 
the fruit go into consumption instead oi sinking 
into somebody’s cellar to rot away at the ex­ 
pense of the unfortunate man who shipped it. 
As matters now stand, lire Florida truii being 
received and stored by eommi-sion men. fresn 
consignments being reé-ived by every steamer, 
while the old ones are decaying, the receiver is 
naturally anxious to sell at any price and espe­ 
cially-to undersell his competitor in the same 
business, while, hv buying at auction, the job­ 
bers and commission men supply their own 
«ant nt the sale and thus stimulate competi­ 
tion. Again, good lruit always sells for ell or 
more than it is worth, and this heljis the sale of 
fruit of inferior quality. There is a class oi 
buvers for decaying fruit for which there is no 
m arket at private sale. For this the peddlers 
and wagon boys compete in the anction-room. I 
wn- told bv the auctioneers that sometimes the 
blddiog has been so spirited that the price has 
Steadily advanced 
the sale progressed, so that 
tlx.' fruit at the end of the catalogue brought 
A n - than at the beginning. Moreover, there is 
iff the fruit trade an element of speculation 
among the larger buyers, and a desire to eontrol 
all the best. Fruit is sold, when a lot consists 
of 2 0 boxes of one brand, in lots of 20 boxes or 
the multiple of 20. Thus a buyer can take 20 or 
pi or 60. or SO, or 110 lioxes. or he can take the 
whole line. Receivers who have made big com­ 
missions are tho only men who now oppose the 
auction system for Florida fruit. They will soon 
find out that trade must run in the regular chan­ 
nels marked out by custom. No man aud uoset 
of men can oppose the inevitable. 
Siuce the above letter (front which these 
extracts were taken i was written, the Flor­ 
ida Fruit Exchange have adopted the 
method of selling their oranges by auction. 
Last year they tried it in Boston with great i in¡tg Sqch fruits for shipment, in order t t 
success. This year they have made arrange-1

nieuts to have oranges that will be sent to 
New York also sold by auction, with every 
prospect of getting m ore satisfactory re­ 
turns titan in the past. 
CAN CALIFORNIA DO TIIF. SAME? 
The question that presented itself to your 
correspondent was : Can this plan of selling 
fruit by auction be successfully applied to 
California green fruits? Careful inquiry 
and reflection, together w ith m any discus­ 
sions upon the m atter with competent 
judges of the question in the Eas’, has led 
the writer to the conclusion that the plan is 
entirely practicable, and. in fact, is the only 
solution of the question of “ How shall 
we best m arket our fruits in the East?” 
Among the m any that were interviewed 
on this question was Mr. Day, of the firm 
of Scobel & Day. the largest New York 
consignees of M editerranean fruits and the 
New York agents for the Florida Fruit Ex­ 
change. H e sa id : 
Regarding Malaga grapes, imports from 
Spain have steadily gro vn until we have 
had in one seas -n 
112,000 barrels—50 
pounds net—arrive in this city. 
Last year 
and the year before, owing totbeserions 
rains in Alnteria. Spain,during September, 
which utterly ruined the half crop left oil 


save him from tiie loss he would tuev- 
itabiy incur it such fruit was allowed to go 
East, and further, for the protection of 
shippers of good fruit, as well as to m ain­ 
tain the good name of California fruits in 
the East. 
It may appear paradoxical that in aim­ 
ing to distribute California fruits as thor­ 
oughly as possible, and into the greatest 
num ber 
of bands, your corrcspor.deni 
should name b at six or seven cities to 
which fruits should be se n t; but the expe­ 
rience in Florida and foreign fruits lias 
demonstrated that the fewer pointsat which 
such fruits ure sold, the better, it brings 
many buyers to these central points and 
creates keen competition between the city 
and the out-of-town buyers. 
The reason why all fruits should be sold 
at auction and not at private sale is because 
if both plans are followed simultaneously, 
some sold at auction and others at private 
sale, the fruit will be brought into compe­ 
tition with itself, while it is yet the prop­ 
erty of the grower or shipper, but if it is all 
sold by auction the competition is between 
the buyers, and m ust be of benefit io the 
growers and shippers. 
If the fiuit is 
brought iuto competition with itself el 
all it is only after the buyers have bought 


their goods, and paid for them with 
their own m oney: competition then is not 
apt to be so reckless as it has been in the 
recent past when the fruit was the prop­ 
erty of tiie grower or shipper. Finally, 
the fruit in this m anner finding its way 
into the hands of very m any retailers, 
the competition among them m ust re­ 
duce the retail price to a figure that will 
bring our fruits within the reach of the 
masses. This has been the experience in 
Chicago this season, and this will likewise 
be the experience in all Eastern cities. 
In conclusion, the writer would say he 
firm ly believes that if the above plan is 
adopted and carried out in the proper spirit 
tlte years of adversity for the California 
fruit-growers will be "a thing of the past, 
and that a new era will open out which 
will bring with it a state of progress and 
prosperity unparalleled in the past history 
of California fruit culture.

M exico. October 6,1886. 
The true Mexican loves music better than 
bis dinner, and the poorest and most ignor­ 
ant of these people are natural musicians. 
They are fond of asserting—not w ithout 
truth—that music is but harm ony in the 
North, while here it is melody. Every­ 
body plays upon some sort of instrum ent, 
and in social life nobody ever refuses to 
sing. If I were asked the nam e of the 
Mexican national song, I should reply—not 
one of the soul-stirring patriotic anthem s, 
nor the pathetic “ La Golondrina,” the 
“ Home, Sweet Home,” of Mexico—but 
“ II Trovatore.” The words are upon every 
tongue, as commonly as was “ Lily D ale” 
and “ Mollie Darling ” in the United States 
a few years ago. Men shout it, old women 
croon it, girls warble it, hoys whistle it—in 
short, it is iar better known throughout the 
country than the aljihahet, for no Indian 
Jacal is w ithout some knowledge of it. 
Besides singing it, the ladies play it on 
guitars and mandolins, harps and pianos ; 
the men strum it and toot it 0 11 every 
brass, silver and string instrum ent known 
and unknown in the North. 
Most of the musical instrum ents in Mexico 
are imported from France or Spain. There 
arc few pianos except among the wealthy 
of the lurger cities, organs are generally 
confined to the churches, and ntclodeons 
are almost unknown. The most common 
instrum ents 
are 
harps, 
guitars 
and 
luadoitus 
among 
the 
ladies ; 
soft- 
toned 
saxaphones, 
saxalts, 
etc, 
for 
sentim ental 
serenades : 
and 
reed 
instrum ents for the Indians. The hum ­ 
blest jnlado has one, probably of his own 
manufacture, in shape aud design jirecisely 
like that with which the Greek god Ban is 
pictured. 
Another instrum ent much in 
use among the poorer classes is a cat-gut 
strung bow, about six feet long. The per- 
fornier puts his m outh over the middle of 
the how, purses cut his lips, and twangs 
the string with his forefingers, about as 
one does a jewsbnrp. 
I cannot speak very 
highly of the result, though it produces a 
harmonious succession of sound which 
serves well as an accompaniment for some 
of the senseless folk-song3. But there is 
no denying ¡that such music as one finds 
here indeed hath “ ch arm s” to soothe 
some savage breast. 
The indescribably 
wierd and m ournful airs produced by the 
rural Indians on their Ilutes and harps of 
reeds at the crucifixion of Holy Week and 
other religious representations are war­ 
ranted to draw tears from the most un­ 
im aginative; and the woman docs not ex­ 
ist—unless she be deat, blind and over 80 
years of age—who is not delighted with 
the melodious strains cf the sumbreroed 
serenader beneath her window. 
By the 
way, 
THAT FAMOUS MEXICAN B A N » 
W hich for a long time have been holding 
forth at the Minneapolis Exposition, are 
about to return to the land of toe cacti. 
I 
hear that there is m uch sjieculation in that 
far northern city as to how many broken 
hearts these sw arthy sons of the South will 
leave behind, for it is said that not only 
seores of giddy girls, but num bers of young 
ladies are hopelessly "gone" 0 11 the beauti­ 
ful eye san d brave uniforms of the Mexi­ 
cans. On dit, that not a few ¡'«rents are 
watching to seeth at no rope-ladders are let 
down from upper windows in these last 
nights before the flitting, for tlte Mexicans 
have not, been insensible to the charm s of 
the gentle Griegas, and late pilgrims upon 
the streets ot St. l ’aul and Minneapolis 
may discover squads of them m aking soft 
ntusic beneath many windows. 
T he general idea that the m ilitary band» 
which have been blowing their brains out 
in the United States have made fortunes 
thereby, is erroneous. 
True, the exposi­ 
tions which employed them paid ven- 
dearly for tlieir services—b ut to the Mexi­ 
can Government, not to the men them ­ 
selves, who have sim ply drawn their little 
$10 jier m onth, as at home. 
In earlv times the M exicans-attributed 
worldly kno wledge of 111 s 0 to Tezulipoca, 
the sorcerer, who learned it from "th e 
Children of the Sun.” Among the early 
Aztecs the art of m aking music soon at­ 
tained a high degree of importance and be­ 
came insejatrable from the solemnization 
of religious ceremonies. 
Belies exhumed 
from the oldest mounds and burial-places 
show that the first attempts to construct 
objects capable of em itting musical sonnets 
were made at a very early day. These an­ 
cient instrum ents have been divided into 
two classes—the one percussive, the otln r 
wind. A good sample of the latter was re­ 
cently unearthed near Guadalajara—a large 
vase of red clay, highly jiolishcd, the 
body ornam ented by six grotesque masks 
and resting on three gracefully curved feet 
resembling the paws of cats, the outer rim 
perforated by num erous sm all orifices that 
describe the circumference of a broad plain 
radiating from the interior. Blown into, 
the orifice emits musical sounds. Semi­ 
tones may he produced by placing the lin­ 
gers over the eyes of the masks, which are 
hollow and connected by tubes with the 
interioi of the vase. 
Percussive instrum ents, which are prob­ 
ably the most primitive, are represented it. 
several collections of antiquities by a suc­ 
cession of rattles, formed in im itation of 
a serpent and perforated by sm all semi­ 
circular openings, through which little 
balls ot stone may be seen in the interior, 
that are 
capable of ]>roduciiig a soft, 
musical sound by contact witli the super­ 
ficial structure. 
I have seen hollow clay figures gro- 
tesqu-’ly typifying various 
anim als, or 
hum an 
beings in unnatural 
attitudes, 
which contain tiny stone pellets and give 
f'.rtli a clicking sound when shaken : also , 
tiie frames of small drum s or tamborines, 
from which the skin ha3 long since worn 
away, that were taken from the interior of 
Cholula’s pvramid. and must be at least 
eight hundred years old. Talking with 
Padre Sesia, the "well-known archa-dogist, 
on the snbject of the last-nam ed instru­ 
ments, he informed me that 


ENORMOUS DRUMS, E1UHT FEET HIGH, 
Were used in the Aztec temples, where, by 
striking them with sticks (covered wiili 
wool to soften the sound) they were made 
to produce a hollow rumbling, which was 
supnosed to he esjieciallv gratifying to the 
gods and svmbolic of “ th? warning noise 
that shall be precursory to the destruction 
of the world. 
One of the choicest treasures of m y own 
cabinet ;s a musical instrum ent, now some­ 
what dilapidated, which was dug u¡> near 
the great Pyramid of thp Sun, at San Juan 
Teotihuacaii, the “ buried c ity ” of tire 
Toltecs. It is of baked clay, colored black 
a id red, about two feet long and something 
i 1 the form of a fliite, being hollow, witli 
a 1 orifice at one end to blow into and arow 
o 'sm a lle r holes upon the back. 
In shape 
it is intended to represent some species of 
sea anim al—the head, with wide-open jaws, 
exaggerated teeth, small eyes and fin-like 
ears, a row of feather-life fins, extending 
down the sides, and upon its hack sits in 
state a little black Tlalac, the “ god of 
waters.” 
Next to ntttsic, the Mexicans love tl iw- 
t.r3_ roses and pansies most of all. Give a 
señorita one of these and she will respond 
with a fervent mil gracias (thousand thanks) 
and vow never to forget the donor. 
Yet 
few (lowers are raised in the gardens, 
partly because so many grow wild, but 
principally because the people are too indo­ 
lent. Though any am ount of land m ay be 
use! without rental for in ck s ng it, most 
Mexicans content themselves with a patch 
no larg<r than an Irish bog-farm, and 1.0 
half so industriously cultivated. An at­ 
mosphere of languor pervades the country 
—a dreamy listle-sness scents to have fall* n 
upon and overpowered it. SI íwly peals the 
deep-toned bell of the Utthe iral, an 1 my 
friends aereas the way yawn t s they arise 
o vespers from a long sics'.a. 
In the win­ 
dow of the opposite house, shadowed by 
the gTeat church, lolls a velvet-cheeked 
girl. She has been lolling there aii day, 
long, and yesterday, aud the day before, 
and doubtless will continue in the samc% 
aimless attitude during most of the wak­ 
ing hours of her life. A bote her, inside 
the iron-bound casement, are song-birds in 
bright blue and scarlet cages—prisoners 110 
more than herself. Occasionally she turns 
her splendid dark eyes to war*! them , but 
oftener her gsze is ’ lazily fixed upon th e 
street below. As she stands there day after 
day, always staring into the sunlit street»— 
her hands idle, her face expressionless— 
what is she thinking of? I wonder. 
A 
lover, ¡rcrchar.ee? 
“ Xadida, narlida,"— 
(nothing, nothing j says m y landlady, to 
whom I have preferred the question—and 
she may be right. 
Quite likely tbecirl has 
no thought at ail. 
But last night, whc-n Antonio brought 


harp, ilute and guitar to serenade her, a ra 
laughed scornfully as he passed his rival 
Francisco, with zerape closely drawn about 
him lurking in the dark shadow of a door­ 
way—she suddenly lost the listless look 
that now seems unchangeable. 
I noticed 
that she smiled then, showing beautiful 
teeth, her eyes lit up gloriously, and she 
dropped a rose from her bosom to the tri­ 
um phant Antonio—seeing which Francisco 
drew his zerape closer, and vanished in the 
darkness. H er conduct is not singular 
here, for

blankly into the streets—with n’cvera book 
or newspaper in their hands, the only ex­ 
ertion they are capable of being a little 
embroidery or the m aking of wax flowers. 
Not only are tho women listless in the 
daytime, but #ois every thing . ' — in Mexico 
between the hours of 2 aud 5 u. m .. when 
everybody is taking a siesta. 
Between 
those hours only dogs and Americans are 
to he seen upon the streets, and even the 
stores and postoffices are closed in the 
sm aller towns. 
After 
5 
o'clock peo­ 
ple slowly awake from their lethargy, 
and by evening there is a stir in the streets 
and a m urm ur of voices on the plaza. 
The m ilitary band begins to play, and men 
and women loll on the stone benches by 
the way side, or ram ble under the orange 
trees beside the flashing fountain. The 
first m usic wafted by the sweet-scented 
zephyrs is sure to he an aria from “ II 
Tiovatore.” The tune is caught tip by the 
m ultitude, and a hum of m any voices is 
heard, f can imagine no place on earth 
more charm ing tor a sum m er’s evening, 
especially when the moon is shining, than 
one of these Mexican ¡dazas, among tírese 
gentle people and the sweet scents and 
sounds they love. 
Last night there 
was 
a public bull 
at the Casino, l’assing toward the place 
I saw in 
m any 
a 
cafe bald-head­ 
ed ami bay-windowed old boys sipping 
wine or chocolate and 
drinking "dt-.-p 
draughts of sparkling tn/uila. their limb- 
shaking as with palsy and their hands un­ 
steady. 
Inquiring the cause, my escort 
told me it is from excessive smoking, for 
thejcigarette is seldom absent from a Mexi­ 
can's m outh or lingers. 
The ball was a masked one, though these 
are generally confined to the Lenten sea­ 
son, which here is one of carnival instead 
of purification and prayers. The " fun ” 
begins the Sunday before Shrove Tuesday 
and continues till near Holy Week. D ur­ 
ing that tim e the city authorities charge a 
dollar for the privilege of masking, and 
m ake each m asker pin a numbered badge 
conspicuously on his bosom. It is thus 
that the M exicans obey the command to 


“ WATCH AND PRAY," 
By attending mass in the morning, bull­ 
fights in the afternoon and balls at night. 
A t public dances, during carnival time, the 
a-.semblage is apt to be decidedly mixed, 
and participation in the sport m ight be 
dangerous to a woman not well escorted. 
A t the one I attended, dominoes were most 
num erous, fancy dresses being worn by 
few Mexicans. 
A harpist, a violinist and 
two guitar players furnished the music. As 
the hours wore on, the fun grew faster and 
more furious. 
Itosita, having sipped at 
sundry glasses of pulque, showed her 
ankles in the “ lancers" in a w ay that 
would have been a terrible shock to her 
modesty at anvother tim e; and her gallant 
Jose grabbed her about the waist with u n ­ 
wanted freedom. The m azurka, a favorite 
dance here, is not at all like that of the 
North. The steps are so short as to appear 
“ m incing,” and the dancers sway their 
bodies from the waist upwards with more 
or less abandon, in rythm with the music. 
About m idnight, when the dancers un­ 
masked, I noticed that foreigners had as­ 
sumed control of 
the ball. 
Most of 
them were Americans, and many, I regret 
to say, were considerably the worse f r 
sundry drinks. 
An American ruffian, 
who would not be tolerated in any decent 
society at home, talked loudly and insult­ 
ingly, rudely shoving a Mexican out of the 
way, and hurling an oath at another in ­ 
offensive citizen who turned to ascertain 
the cause. The Mexicans uttered a curse 
and endeavored to pass on ; but the blood 
ot young Am erica was tip, he fancied that 
the proud bird of freedom was insulted 
and a blow was given. Instantly more 
than one dagger flashed into view, and 
pistols 
were 
drawn. 
The Americans 
rushed en masse 
to 
their comrade’s 
assistance, and the 
native whose al­ 
leged offense hail caused the disturb­ 
ance was sum m arily ejected. 
Then the 
police appeared upon the scene to ascer­ 
tain the identity of the warlize A m erican; 
but he had disappeared, tiie Mexicans did 
not know his name, and his countrym en 
refused to reveal it. 
By-and-bv, when 
he gets hack to the States, he will curse 
the " Greaser ” as a cowardly assassin, and 
slate how, by his own valor, he narrowly 
escaped death at the carnival b a ll! 
Now and then the dancers adjourned in 
pairs to an alcove and clinked glasses to 
each other's health. A 11 American m iner 
opened cham pagne. 
Fizz.' zip! Juani­ 
ta's dress was spoiled—but what m at­ 
ter ; 
he 
will get her another. 
Pres­ 
ently 
a 
loud 
laugh 
arises, 
and 
a very red-faced, confused young American 
of clerical appearance was ser.n brushing 
tinsel from tiis hair, w hile her Mexican 
partner stood near crush.ng tire rem nants 
of an egg shell in his hand. It is a n u id 
custom—bn; seldom practiced at public 
balls—for ladies to break tinsel over the 
heads of their escorts in t iken of adm ira­ 
tion. 
Very different was the private ball which 
I attended last week. There only ladies 
and 
gentlemen 
were present, most 
of 
them natives. 
They danced with easy 
grace, sipped wine in moderation, and 
toyed 
with ices 
made 
by 
the 
use 
of 
snow 
brought 
m any 
miles 
from 
the distant peaks ot the hUrra Madre. 
T he ladies were not in full dress, uor 
were tire gentlemen ; but their attire was 
costly end elegant, and diam onds which 
would have excited the envy of n Duchess 
gleamed U| on m any a fair Mexicana.

ARE WOMEN FAIRLY PAID! 


In the Forum Professor Van Buren 
Denslow answers 
tiie 
question: 
“Are 
Women Fairly P a i d by saying that to 
compare her with the male laborer is an 
unfair statem ent of a proposition, since the 
abatem ent of pay for a specific quantity of 
work by women is due to the fact that her 
labor is less profitable, or th at women dis­ 
crim inate against so m any occupations as 
to leave tlieir wage sm aller in those they 
do enter. 
It is natural for man to help 
woman, and to always desire to do so, just 
as it is natural for a woman to desire to be 
helped—and lie holds this applies irre­ 
spective of the value of the service as a 
commodity. 
lie holds that, so far as 
society is a success, woman’s work never 
will be a m arketable commodity, to be 
paid for ou competitive principles. 
W e eannot agree to this. 
We are not 
willing to admit, as the Professor insists, 
th a t the compulsion that sends a woman 
into the m arket to sell her labor for w hat 
it will fetch, lowers the value of her work 
because her seeking is an evidence that 
she has failed to find her true place, 
lie 
would take it for granted that woman lias 
bu t one true place, whereas it is by no 
means true th a t she is fitted only for the 
home. There are women who in the home 
would he out of place, to whom outside 
work and business are as natural as tom en. 
Surely these by seeking do not lesssen the 
value of their wotk. 
To lay it down as a 
rule that labor competition by women 
“ is 
a 
calam ity, 
m ilitating 
against 
th e 
perfect 
order 
toward which 
the 
instincts 
of both 
men 
and 
women 
tend,” is to state 
the 
case 
in 
the 
extrem e. 
Social influences, it is true, in 
the m ajority of cases, tend to confine the 
career of woman as a wage-winner w ithin 
very narrow bounds, but this is as truly so 
because of the traditions and convention­ 
alities of society th at are the outgrowth of 
an age when woman was partially en­ 
slaved ,as because of physical conditions. 
We prefer the statement that, so far as 
woman’s physical being capacitates her, 
she is as legitimately and justly in the 
competitive field of labor as man. arid en­ 
titled for like work to like compensation. 
The: proofs that stand out against Prof. 
Denslow’s position are those of experience. 
Women as inventors, managers of business, 
capitalists, employers, employes, 
have 
proved in no small number that they are 
not dependent upon the chivalry or the 
pity of men in active walks. True, the 
larger number for physical reasons are in 
the home, nor would it lie desirable that 
this number should proportionately lessen 
ns populations increase. 
But to >av that 
women in the laixir field are objects of 
pity raid reminders of misfortune ami fail­ 
ure, is putting the case too strongly. To a 
vast number of employments women are 
called because they are fitter for them 
than men, and no sentiment of philan­ 
thropy enters in. 
Now this being so, if 
woman is paid for her labor ratably less 
than the actual value of her work, meas­ 
ured by the same standards that apply to 
men no more competent, an injustice is 
done her. 
The essayist declares, w ith an air of 
strength, th at after Mr. Storey, of Chicago, 
had trained a force o! girls to take the 
place of men as compositors in the Times 
office, the first ball dispersed them —they 
must go to the dance. 
This is a silly argu­ 
ment. 
W hen it comes to that, a force 
o f men under its strong tem ptation might 
have 
gone 
upon 
a 
debauch. 
If 
the Times compositors would go to the 
dance, the compositors of the opposite sex 
trill go to the saloon, where, at least, the 
female industrians do not congregate. 
In 
fact, as a rule, there is more devotion and 
self-denial and lovalty to 
duty among 
women than among men,and fewer betrayals 
o f tru st among them . 
Let us go farth e r: 
M en as employers of women exact more of 
them than of men as a rule, because they 
can. 
No male mechanic is chained to 
labor as is the sewing women. 
Male 
clerks, as a rule, dare to take great lilierties 
w ith the time of tlieir employers than do 
th e female clerks, saleswomen, copyists, 
com positors; not because they arc not 
worthy as full wage for accomplishing as 
m uch, but because men accord more to 
men, for the reason that they recognize 
greater financial burdens resting ujion 
them as heads of families, as factors in 
government, as dom inant among social 
forces. 
Women are under paid, but should not 
be. 
If paid for precisely what their labor 
is worth to the employer tlieir work is 
not cheapened, but very rarely indeed is 
this rule applied. 
The question is not 
asked. “ W hat profit will her work yield 
m e ?" but the judgment of her value as 
a worker is based utioii her sex. Thus the 
teacher of a class of infants being a woman, 
fully discharges all that can possibly be 
asked of any teacher of her sex, and bet­ 
ter than any man could do, yet because 
she is a wfitnan, and for no other reason, 
she is seldom accorded a wage for the 
service that if asked by a man would call 
forth no remonstrance. 
Women discrimi­ 


nate against so many employments, de­ 
clares Denslow, that in the few they pre­ 
fer the supply is in excess of the demand, 
and hence the cheapening process. Tiiis 
is scarcely true. 
If women do not demand 
admission 
as 
engineers, 
blacksmiths, 
miners, builders and lumbermen, so, too, 
men do not seek the fields of millinery, or 
fine needlework, and should not have 
entry to cloak-making, or the sewing-room, 
or demand exclusively the right to fill the 
field as teaehers, copyists, clerks, book­ 
keepers, folders, type-writers, telegraph 
operators, designers, engravers, decorators, 
and so on through a long and extending 
list.

WHICH OF THESE T W 01 


Washington Bartlett should not receive 
the votes of the people, not only because 
behind him is Ilearst and his bull butter 
and slickens, but because he was a Know 
Nothing and took a solemn oath to put out 
and keep out of office, and cow and debase 
the manhood of every citizen who happens 
to have been born outside the hounds of 
this continent, or who entertains religious 
views not in accord with a certain creed. 
Such intolerance had its day, but while it 
lived Washington Bartlett was one of its 
supporters, and would be again if opportu­ 
nity offered, or else lie was insincere when 
he took the solemn oaths of the order. 
Washington Bartlett should 
not 
be 
elected because, when in the Legislature, 
he did battle against the present school 
revenue system, and spoke and voted 
against a per capita distribution of the 
school funds among all the children of the 
Jétate. 
He demanded that each district be 
compelled to stand alone, and that the 
rich counties should not contribute more 
to the school fund than should lie returned 
to them from the State treasury. 
In his recent speech in this city he ad­ 
mitted this, hut added that the bill passed 
after being modified so as to remove most 
of the objections he had to it. This is not 
true. 
lie voted against it to the last. 
It 
passed in its purity, and the journals óf 
the Senate show the statement to be un­ 
true. 
Mr. Bartlett may believe it, at this 
distance of time—he lias simply forgotten, 
for Mr. Bartlett is an old man. The bill 
passed as it now is on the statute bocks. 
It secures to every district having ten 
census children money enough to give 
them a common school education, and 
compels San Francisco and Sacramento 
and Alameda and Santa Clara bachelors 
to contribute their share to the intellec­ 
tual betterment of the children of all the 
State. 
To do otherwise would be to handicap 
remote and poor districts, and put a pre­ 
mium upon public ignorance. 
Sixteen 
years of trial have demonstrated the wis­ 
dom of the Tuttle bill. 
It could not be 
repealed to-day. 
It could not command a 
dozen votes this hour, outside of San Fran­ 
cisco, to abrogate it. 
On the other hand, John F. Swift, sit­ 
ting in the same Legislature, despite of 
the demands of San Francisco, voted for 
the Tuttle hill, like the courageous, far- 
seeing man he is. 
Charged with Know-Nothingism, lie in­ 
dignantly gives it the lie, and says to all 
the people: 
“It has been insinuated by political enemies 
that I entertain sentiments of hostility totcaeds 
some of my fellou-citizens because of their 
birthplace, and towards others because of their 
peculiar religious tievs. I deny this positively, 
once for ait. 
1 hare never done so, even in the 
crudeness of youth, and now / have reached the 
riper years of mature life, Tam certainly far 
from holding surh notions, and repudiate them 
entirely. 
/ have been accused by the Ilemo- 
cratiepress of standing by in silent acquiescence 
tc’ien surh sentiments were expressed. 
This is 
s 'mply and purely false, and to the best of my 
belief made out of whole cloth.” 
Mr. Swift has demonstrated his states­ 
manlike qualities. Free from all entangle­ 
ments with aspirants for place in .State or 
nation, a hard-working, self-made man, he 
is the foremost intellectual and forceful op­ 
ponent to-day in the State, of the infamy of 
unrestricted Chinese immigration, and his 
memorial to Congress against it is recog­ 
nized, as it always will he, as the clearest, 
most intelligent and convincing argument 
ever made for the people of this State, and 
by sheer force of its worth has won its 
place among state papers. 
He is qualified by learning, probity, 
brains, independence, and his devotion to 
State interest.-, to be Governor of the com­ 
monwealth. 
His chief opponent is a negative man of 
ordinary capacity, who lias made no im­ 
press upon the State, save once, and then 
as the m tuber and advocate of ail organ­ 
ization that proposed to proscribe a large 
portion of the citizens of the State because 
of birth and religious belief.

THE

UPON

_ We recently pointed out in detail that 
the animus of the San Francisco Chronicle 
in assailing the Republican legislative 
ticket, and in attempting to cow and brow­ 
beat nominees, arises in part out of an old 
quarrel with a man it boldly assumes will 
be chosen Senator, in the event of a Re­ 
publican majority being seated in the Leg­ 
islature. 
But in addition to this incentive to crip­ 
ple the party with which it assumes to be 
friendly, it lias a deeper motive, for it 
would be an insult to the intelligence of 
that paper to assert that it does not know 
precisely the result of its efiorts, in the 
event it succeeds. 
It not only is fully 
aware that its work is projected in the di­ 
rection of making George Ilearst United 
States Senator, hut it desires that consum­ 
mation. 
Its proprietor has asserted his 
belief that the Legislature will be Demo­ 
cratic, and this expression is but the echo 
of the wish of the heart. 
There is not to day a Democratic paper in 
the State except the Sutter Fanner—which 
appreciates the enmity of Ilearst to the 
valley and the 
river—that objects to 
j Ilearst for Senator, or ventures to deny 
■ his candidacy. 
His personal orgau, the 
¡ Examiner, alleged to lie owned by the 
i Chronicle macagement, lias not uttered a 
! syllable of denial of Hearst's ambition,

titled aristocracy seals with its condemna­ 
tion. 
There is no better land, no better sys­ 
tem, no broader liberty, no greater help to 
humanity, no nearer approach to

brotherhood of man than is found in 
America. To all Anarchists, Socialists 
and Communists in the land we would 
preach such sermons as these, and illus­ 
trate them with the homes and free insti­ 
tutions of America and the lives of her 
people.

termined by Court, the judgment was 


agreed to by Mr. AVattermnn, and there 
the matter ended. W e submit that such 
campaign tactics as these, introduced to­ 
ward the close of the campaign, brand 
their authors and publishers with infamy. 
They deserve the execrations of men and 
the scorn of women.

MINERAL PRODUCTS. 


The United States Geological Survey 
will shortly issue its rejiort of the mineral 
production of the United States for 1885. 
The advance sheets indicate that it will be 
of especial interest, while the statistical 
character will make it of great value. 
From a glance at advance pages we ascer­ 
tain that the commercial coal product of 
the country, exclusive of consumption at 
the collieries, was 95,834,705 long tons, 
valued ai $152,915,108. 
Seventy-two and 
a quarter million dollars of this value is 
credited to the anthracite yield of Penn­ 
sylvania alone, being nearly one-half of 
the total coal product of the nation. The 
United States produced 21,842,041 barrels» 
of 42 gallons each, of petroleum. 
The 
New York and Pennsylvania fields sent 
20,770,041 of this to the world’s markets, 
the valuation being, at the average of 87 j 
cents per barrel, $19,198,094. 
This was a 
decrease of 2,247,177 barrels, $1,282,000 
value from the year 1884. 
It will he ne­ 
cessary to await the full report to ascertain 
the causes for this decline. AVe consumed 
7.000.000 long tons of iron ore in 1885, of 
the mine value of $19,000,000, while of the 
imported ore we consumed 390,786 long 
tons. 
The decline from 18S4 of the 
spot value of all iron and steel in the first 
stage of manufacture was $14,000,000. Of 
gold we produced $31,801,000, an increase 
of $1,001,000 over 1884, and of silver the 
production was $51,600,000, an increase of 
$2,800,000 over 1884. There was a gain of 
25,740,007 pounds in the copper product, or 
$503,312 of value. Lead production aggre­ 
gated 129,412 short tons, or 10,485 less than 
in 1884, a falling oil of $07,611. Of quick­ 
silver the United States produced in 1S85 
32,073 flasks of 701 pounds net, or 100 
flasks in excess of 1884. 
AA'e quarried of 
building stone the same value—$19,000,000 
—as in 1884. 
The liuie produced in­ 
creased, at 50 cents per barrel at the kilns, 
3.000.000 barrels. 
Natural rock cement 
yield increased to 4,000,000 barrels of 800 
(lounds each, but the value reached only 
$3,200,000. The total production of cement 
of all kinds was 4,150,000 barrels, valued 
at $3,492,500, as against $3,720,000 for 
1884. The And of precious stones within 
our domain was very small, producing 
only the insignificant figure of $09,900, 
and of these only $27,100 in value were 
cut into gems. 
But to this may properly 
be added $140,000 of value in gold quartz 
sold for specimens, omamen’s and jewelry. 
It would naturally be supposed that our 
product of sulphur would amount to more 
than 700 tons, valued at about $8,000. The 
asphaltum yield remained at about 3,000 
tons, valued nt $10,000. 
Alineral water 
sales fell off slightly by exclusion from 
the statistics of the water from artesian 
wells in AVisconsin, and by the exclusion 
also of the large local consumption.

weight. It is a fact recognized by many 
observers that most of the acute specific 
diseases, as small-pox and scarletina, are 
self-limiting, a property' ascribed to the 
creation in the tissues of the anim al 
affected of certain products which, when 
present in excess, are inim ical to the con­ 
tinued existence of the exciting cause. 
It 
occurred to Pasteur 
that 
hydrophobia 
m ight act in a sim ilar m anner, and that if 
the product m anufactured by the disease 
was procurable, it would be possible by 
innoculating auiuials with this material to 
render th tir tissues incapable of supporting 
the virus of hydrophobia. The system is 
yet on trial, and a more extended experi­ 
ence to prove its continued usefulness may 
still he necessary.

The magnesium 
is simply burned in lamps provided with 
1 clock-work movement to feed the ribbon of 
i m etal regularly. There is co danger as 
w ith electricity.—Science.

I’ratt. of Roseville, a Director of 
th? I’lacer County Im m igration Associa­ 
tion, has put into execution a most adm ir­ 
able and effective plan of imm igration 
work, 
in September he sent a tine dis­ 
play of fruits to Plym outh, Mass., his for­ 
mer home, and exhibited them in the 
name of Placer conntv. A Plym outh paper 
thus refers to the display. 
“ The exhibit of Colonel J. D. I’ratt, of 
Roseville, Cal., drew a great deal of atten­ 
tion, as it deserved. The large and luscious 
peaches, the huge clusters ot grapes, the 
tigs, plums, 
raisins and pomegranates 
showed conclusively that northern Califor­ 
nia can produce such fruits as well as 
southern California. 
Colonel Pratt is an 
active member—a Director, in fact—of an 
Association to extend a proper knowledge 
of the advantages of that part of the .State 
as a fruit-growing region. 
The exhibit 
comprised twenty-five plates of grapes, five 
of plums, sixteen of peaches, one of |»m e- 
granates, and several boxes of raisins and 
tigs, the whole weighing 175 pounds.” 
Mr. Pratt states that he was assisted in 
sending the fruit by W ells, Fargo & Co., 
by whom it was transported free to the 
Missouri river. 
If such collections of fruit 
could be sent to all sections of the East by 
a large num ber of persons who are inter­ 
ested in increasing the immigration to this 
part of the State, good results would soon 
be realized, and the demand for real es­ 
tate in Central California would soon set 
present values booming. 


W in e-M ak in g In Y olo C ounty. 
The W oodland Mail says that the Yolo 
winery has crushed so far this year about 
900 tons of grapes, and before the season is 
over will use about 250 tons more. They 
expect to m ake 150,000 gallons of wine this 
vear. To do this work they have been giv­ 
ing employm ent to ten men, but at present 
only have seven, as the season is nearly 
over. Thev will distill about 2,000 or 2.5CO 
gallons of brandv. The distillery lias a 
capacity of 500 'gallons in twenty-four 
hours. 
Iu this building is situated the 
motive power of the whole concern—a 
thirty-horse power engine of the finest 
make. The average price paid for grapes 
has been about $15 per ton. The making 
of wine promises to be. in a few years, the 
leading industry of Yolo county, as it is 
pretty fully demonstrated 
that wheat- 
raising alone will not pay interest on the 
money ami labor invested, at the low 
pnces realized in the last few seasons.

RATE OF TAXATION. 


barrameuto County a Good P lace to In­ 
vest C ap ital. 
In seeking investments, the rate of taxa­ 
tion in any locality is the first thing con­ 
sidered by the capitalist, or even individu­ 
als of small means who desire to purchase 
real estate. This being the case, it is inter­ 
esting to note the rate of taxation annually 
levied by the Boards of Supervisors of the 
respective counties. The assessments lev­ 
ied /his year, so far as can at this time be 
obtained, speak well for northern and Cen­ 
tral California, where the be3t lands in the 
State, unaffected by a boom, are assessed at 
a low valuation. The same lands that are 
assessed at $30 an acre in this county under 
a rate of »>. 20, are valued in Los Angeles 
county at $300 per acre, and taxed with a 
$1 40 rate. The land in the south is as­ 
sessed ten times as much as that in this 
section, and taxes collected at a large rate. 
San Joaquin county, our neighbor on the 
Sf .ith, is the banner county in the State, 
her tax rate being only $1. Sutter, our 
next neighbor on the north is second, with 
a $1 10 rate, and Sacramento comes third 
with a $1 2 0 rate, while Yolo, Contra Costa 
and Sonoma, our western neighbors, come 
fourth with a $1 30 rate. This shows con­ 
clusively that this section is by far the very 
best in which to make investments. Below 
is given a table of the rates so far as ob­ 
tainable, and which speaks for itself:

M rs. S au n d ers W in s I ie r Su it. 
In trie Superior Court yesterday morn­ 
ing the argument in the case of Amelia 
Saunders vs. the Pacific Mutual Life In­ 
surance Company, brought 
to recover 
$7,000, for which sum plaintiiTs husband 
had his life insured, was concluded. Judge 
Van Fleet charged the jury as to their duty 
to render a verdict according to the law and 
evidence alone, and read the following in­ 
structions, submitted 
by the attorneys. 
Plaintiff presented these 
“ The j ury are instructed that the mere 
fact of death in an unknown manner cre­ 
ates 110 legal presumption of suicide. L'pon 
evenly balanced testimony the law assumes 
innocence rather than crime. 
“ The jury are instructed that suicidéis 
contrary to the general conduct of man­ 
kind, and is never presumed. 
“ If, from the tacts in this case as pre­ 
sented by the evidence, it appears that the 
death of James 15. Saunders was either the 
result of accidental injuries or the result of 
a suicidal act of said Saunders, the jury 
arc instructed that the presumption of law is 
against the death being the result of a sui­ 
cidal act." 
For the defense this instruction was 
given : " Under the policies upon which 
this action is brought, ami which have been 
offered in evidence, death by suicide is a 
g‘-pd. and perfect defense." 
Under the 
and form of procedure adopted, 
therpw-stion of whether it was accident or 
suicide is the only question in the case, and 
on that question the burden of proof is on 
the plaintiff to show that it was accident 
and not suicide, and she is bound to main­ 
tain that proposition by a preponderance 
of evidence, or she cannot recover." 
The jury retired, and, after being out a 
short time, returned a verdict in favor of 
plaintiff for the full amount sued for. On 
motion, a stay of proceedings for twenty 
days was granted. 
A member of the jury stated afterwards 
that so far as he was aware sympathy for 
thp plaintiff did not cut any figure with the 
jurymen, but they decided according to 
the evidence, which did not. he thought, 
show that the death of J. B. Saunders was 
a suicide. In the jury-room no one made 
any statement as to what he thought of 
the case, but each juror wrote his views 
on a piece of paper, and when they were 
examined it was found that all were alike. 


MILITARY NOTES. 


Blackbird and Purdy. 
A correspondent ÍL. C. H.) writes to the 
K ecord-Union 
from 
Hanford, 
Tulare 
county, as follows: 
Í1.) What time did Blackbird make at 
the State Fair in September, 1871, when he 
won the race in three straight heats against 
George Treat, Mary Davis, Sam Purdv and 
another, whose name 1 do not remember? 
(2. i Was or was not Blackbird's time in 
that race the fastest that had been made up 
to that time by a stallion? (3.) lias Sam 
Purdy ever beaten 2:22? I saw that race, 
and think 2:22 was made, but it is denied 
here ; therefore I write for information. 
Answer.—(1.) September 22, 1S74, Black­ 
bird, a! the Slate Fair, beat Ella Lewis, 
Mary Davis and George Treat in two heats, 
winning the first in 2:27, the others com­ 
ing in in the order named, and distancing 
them all in the next heat in 2.22. Tifo 
time was more remarkable than the figures 
show, as the horses had scored sixteen 
times unsuccessfully and got off on the 
seventeenth attempt. Sam Purdy did not 
start in that race, but went against Occi­ 
dent and Blackbird three days later, when 
Occident won the two first beats in 2:21— 
2:241, and Purdy the last three in 2:251— 
2:28—2:281. (2.*) It was not.

It was not by any means the absence of 
errors which made it the best, 33 there were 
many such, and allignments, preserving

panies understood the instructions previ­ 
ously given and the quickness with which 
they could understand the orders and carry 
their companies through the evolutions, 
which were varied, and embraced all the 
most complicated movements in the school 
of the battalion. When commanders of 
companies know just what evolutions are 
to be taken up in an evening drill, it passes 
off with less friction invariably than

them, as

the 
past week, but the test is not so good as to 
the officers' general knowledge of tactics, 
the review drills requiring a closer and 
more thorough study of the entire battalion 
drill, and a frequent reference to it, in ad­ 
dition to the school of the soldier, com­ 
pany, skirmish drill, etc. It is a question 
now" whether it is not better to continue 
the system of review’ drills, particularly 
since the officers of the various companies 
have been in the service long enough to 
have a pretty thorough.knowledge of their 
business, and it will force them to study 
not only a few movements, but the entire 
batch. 
111 the “ obstacle” movement Cap­ 
tain Hall's company had moved almost 
across the hall before he could decide upon 
giving the proper order to his company. At 
tbe command, "Right front into line, faced 
to the rear,” in facing about, Lieutenant 
Satiord and Captain Hall gave thecommand 
“ Eours, right about," instead of “ Left, 
about. ’ The double column ot fours was 
formed fairly well, as also the formation of 
column of companies to the rear from line, 
but “ forming close column on first com­ 
pany, left in front,” almost paralyzed Com­ 
panies A and G.

DEMOCRATIC MELTING. 


A . J . M ou ld er and J . A . F llcb er a t tb e 
M etro p o lita n T h ea ter L ast N Iglit. 
Last evening the “ Jeff ” Club met at the 
Capital Hotel at half-past 7, and, headed 
by the Hussar Band, marched to the State 
House Hotel. Thére they received J. A. 
Filcher, the Democratic candidate for 
Railroad Commissioner, and A. J. Moulder, 
their candidate for Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction, whom they escorted to the 
Metropolitan Theater. The members of 
the club each carried red lights in both 
hands, and though few in point of num­ 
bers, showed off to good advantage. 
The theater down stairs was fairly filled, 
and a few occupied seats in the gallery. 
Jerry X. Payne announced that Matt F. 
Johnson had been selected Chairman, and 
read a long list of Vice-Presidents and Sec­ 
retaries. 
Mr. Johnson made quite a vigorous speecli 
in assuming the chairmanship of the meet­ 
ing, declaring that the Demacracy was 
never more united in this county than to­ 
day, and that on election day they would 
stick to their ticket—no true Democrat 
would vote for a Republican—and they 
would win. His speech did not seem to 
set well upon the stomachs of some "weak- 
kneed" Republicans present, who were 
heard to say at the close of his speech : 
"AVell, if that's you game, we will stick to 
the old party. A poor Republican is the 
equal of the best Democrat, any day.” 
The first speaker of the evening" was A. 
J. Moulder, Democratic candidate for School 
Superintendent. He spoke entirely upon 
the text-book question, nnd told the audi­ 
ence what they already knew about the 
series of State text-bcoks now being made 
at tbe State Printing Office. Somehow or 
other he seems to imagine that if he is not 
elected Superintendent the books will 
never be used, but allowed to rot in the 
State Capitol building. His entire speech 
was devoted to that subject alone. He held 
alolt a Third Reader, expatiated on tiie 
type, the composition, the binding, the 
compilation, and claimed that this liad all 
been done under Cleveland's administra­ 
tion. He promised if elected to work 
great reforms in the office [now held bv a 
Democrat], and intimated that he, and*he 
alone, could bring educational matters to 
perfection in this State. So eager was he 
to solicit votes for himself that he forgot to 
state that there were other candidates upon 
the ticket, and even neglected to say any­ 
thing about the " Burlingame-Swift" plank 
in the platform. He thought that Sacra­ 
mentan» should vote for him, because the 
State Printing Office was in this city, and 
disbursed a large amount of money weeklv 
in Sacramento. He did not say "whether, 
in the event of the success of the Itepubli 
can ticket, tbe State Printing Office would 
be removed to Saucelito or Milpitas. 
Joseph A. Filcher, of Auburn, candidate 
for Railroad Commissioner, was the next 
speaker. He started in by paying his ad­ 
dresses to a local weekly paper, which, he 
said, in point of circulation, influence and 
ability was second only to tbe London 
Times. The editor of this weekly paper lie 
claimed had lied about him, inasmuch as 
it said he had been slinging mud at his op­ 
ponent in the canvass. He denied this in 
toto, said he had never mentioned his 
rival’s name since the beginning of. the 
campaign, and as he supposed that several 
of the editors and reporters of this influen­ 
tial representative American journal were 
present, he asked them to take note of his 
denial. 
He said he was a railroad man but op­ 
posed to railroad abuses. He had ascertained 
that there were 125,000 miles of railroad 
in the United States, and that the aver­ 
age cost of construction was $25.000 per 
mile. He said some, perhaps, cost $100,000 
per mile, but a larger amount of it cost not 
more than $10,G00 a mile. Taking his av­ 
erage, $25,000 per mile, lie said the total 
cost of all the roads in the United States 
would not exceed $3,125,000,000. He sin­ 
gled out a number of roads, gave the 
amount it was claimed they cost, and then 
ligured them down to a very much less 
amount, saying that the roads on this coast, 
in his opinion, much of them cost not to ex­ 
ceed $18,000 per mile. His speech was 
made up of statistical statements, made 
without reference to manuscript, in round 
numbers. 
The last speaker. Eugene N. Duprey, 
started in by saying that the Republican 
Convention at Los Angeles placed at the 
head of their ticket a puppet, or a puppy 
(thereporter failed to distinguish which, 
but thought he said puppy). This was 
such a disgusting break that many Repub­ 
licans and self-respecting Democrats got 
tip and left the theater. He sawed tbe air 
for half an hour in the same style, lauding 
the Democratic nominees to the skies and 
condemning the Republicans to the lowest 
depths of perdition.

There was a large number of Vice Presi­ 
dents upon the stage, among whom were 
several ladies. 
Tbe first speaker was Chauncey II. Dunn, 
candidate tor District Attorney in this 
county. He made quite a lengthy argu­ 
ment in favor of prohibition, and said it 
was the party upon whose success the fu­ 
ture prosperity of our country depended. 
Rev. \v. A. Meloan, of Santa Rosa, was 
the next speaker. He was eloquent, argu­ 
mentative and forcible. lie explained how 
he had looked in vain to the Republican 
party fora remedy against the dire conse­ 
quences of the liquor traffic. 
Mr. Blaine, 
t tie leader of that party, had been asked 
during the campain how the Republican 
parly stood on prohibition. 
That gentle­ 
man answered that the Republican party 
in Maine was in favor of prohibition, but 
the Republican party of the United States 
was opposed to it.

W HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


A M EN D M EN T N UM BER ONE. 


S e c ti o n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law’, except upon a showing that the 
same property ha? been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, or in to 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid unou the property in question; 
prwided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect . r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid uuder protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and fuch taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the l egislature mav designate, until 
such actions shall have been ónally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any peralty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action oil aj- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest i F 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adoption 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shell be made in the vear eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the

credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; aud, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled m 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due u» 1 on ft fide residents *f this cdale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
os defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
py such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop- 
ertv, as hereinafter provided, snail be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
ami person owuing or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per ceut upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when *>p- 
erated as a pert of such railroad, and up.>n the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gagee deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed ami taxed. The 
gro?vS annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the fir>t davof May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; prondcd, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all casos 
where railroads are situate l partly within this 
State and partly without this j-tate. the gross an 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


The grocs earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within thn> State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly witnout ibis state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta’es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the Htate, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertain:aa 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of tbe tax paid 
b^" corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions or this section 
shali become part of tbe General Fund of this 
State, and two- thir ls thereof shall be* paid to 
the countv or counties in which said raiiroad is 
situated, fn proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road onerated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as&county. Any corpo­ 
ration.

makes the world go round—yes, that makes 
our sad old world a merry-go-round. 
" Love will tind out the way,” says an 
ancient song, and Joe was no exception to 
the rule of the Patlitiuder. 
He persuaded 
his m other to seud him over to the neigh­ 
bor’s tiie very next night for a pitcher of

The American traveler in Italy is at once 
struck by the idle, careless life of the native 
population. 
Accustomed to the busy, bust­ 
ling, body and brain working life at home, 
he finds in Italy a people whose chief ob­ 
ject is to do nothing—a people who live 
without newspapers and die w ithout patent 
medicines—a people who can be merry 
w ithout getting drunk, and happy without 
either the Fourth of July or Thanksgiving 
Day. 
I went to Italy fresh from the dark 
and mysterious Orient, that land of glorious 
skies and degraded people, of Splendid 
memories and declining present, where all 
that was interesting is dead, and all that is 
commonplace lives. 
From Constantinople, 
with its narrow streets swarming with an 
uncounted population representing every 
people of the East, each in its own peculiar 
and picturesque dress, I had passed to 
Athens, the fairest city in Europe. I shall 
not recall here the thrilling thoughts that 
arose as I wandered amid the broken col­ 
um ns of the Acropolis, or as I gazed with 
wonder and admiration at the incompara­ 
ble beauty of the friezes of the Parthenon. 
I cannot’ linger, either, upon Mars’ Hill, 
where St. Paul proclaimed the m ystery of 
the Unknown God to the polished A the­ 
nians. 
1 had shivered at Constantinople, and en­ 
tered Athens in a snow -storm ; but when I 
landed at Brindisi I found the clim ate m ild 
even in midwinter, and everything denot­ 
ing an early and lovely spring. 
U nfortu­ 
nately, I did not find the people as attract­ 
ive as the clim ate; but what most grates 
upon the feelings of an American is to see 
women laboring in the fields with hoe and 
sickle. In delicate consideration for women 
our country, happily, stands the first in the 
world. The out of doors work practiced 
by the women of Italy is fatal to female 
grace and beauty. The Romans^ ladies are 
rem arkably beautiful. 
On t lie 1’inciati 
Hill, Corso, and other fashionable resorts, 
women worthy to be the daughters of Cor­ 
nelia are frequently seen. Nor are their 
manners less fascinating than their per­ 
sonal charm s. Most of the modern Ital­ 
ians are a mongrel race, and have little or 
no reverence for the past glories of Italy. 
Roman peasants sleep in the tomb of the 
Motelli. 
Jesters and mountebanks play 
their fantastic tricks within site of that au­ 
gust spot where once stood the temple of 
JupiterCapitolinus, with its hundred stately 
pillars, and w ithin which, on a throne of 
burnished gold, stood the guardian deity of 
ancient Rome, Jupiter, king of gods and 
men. with one hand grasping the thunder­ 
bolt and in the other holding the scepter of 
the world. The Roman Forum , than which 
no spot on earth is richer in glorious asso­ 
ciations was. until recently, used as a cattle 
m arket, where the gray oxen of Italy grazed, 
and bucolic peasants stood and stupidly 
stared on the illustrious spot where once 
resounded the golden eloquence of Cicero. 
The famous Palatine Hill, crowned with 
the ruins of the palace of the Cn-sars, is 
used as a kitchen garden, and now where 
once the masters of the world had their 
beautiful pleasure grounds are raised cab­ 
bages, artichokes and lettuce. 
Observant travelers have rem arked the 
windless character of the climate of Italy. 
W indm ills are unknown. 
A balmy, gen­ 
tle zephyr is the nearest approach to wind 
ir. this genial climate, whose warm th in ­ 
vites to outdoor rambles during the whole 
winter. The people do m any things in the 
open air which in our colder climate are 
done in the house. 
In some parts of Italy, 
especially in Naples and its vicinity, many 
of the trades are carried on in the street. 
The cobbler has his stall, and the tailor 
plies his needle, in the open air; the bar­ 
ber shaves bis customers on the corners, 
ami macaroni is cooked -nd eaten on the 
street. The amusem ents are also taken in 
the open air, and generally are of the sort 
that please children rather than men and 
women. Take the far-famed Carnival, for 
instance—what is it, when stripped of all 
its glitter and show ? 
Amusements run 
mad, fun turned into the wildest buffoon­ 
ery. 
To a sober-minded American, the 
Carnival seems to be a sport better fitted 
for children than men. 
The poet says. 
•• the sports of children satisfy the child,” 
and tliem odern Italiansare not much more 
than grown up children. 
Passing from the light and frivolous 
amusem ent of the Carnival to the stupen­ 
dous ruins of the Coliseum, and musing 
amid its vast arena, where men and beasts 
were “ butchered to m ake a Roman holi­ 
day,” we arc struck by the contrast between 
the fierce and bloody sports of the old Ro­ 
mans and the sim ple and childish amuse­ 
m ents of the modern Italians. The differ­ 
ence in their amusements is not more strik­ 
ing than the difference in their character. 
The ancient Rom ans planted their proud 
eagles upon the walls of all the capitals of 
the worid. 
The modern Italians have 
lived in a state of supine indifference tothe 
glory of their ancestors, their feverish 
passions only finding vent in civil commo­ 
tions or in secret assassinations. They are 
devoted to shows, processions, illum ina­ 
tions, fireworks, etc. 
They are very fond 
of festas of all kinds, religious and secular. 
They love to decorate themselves in gay 
attire, and are always ready for fun, how ­ 
ever fantastic. 
These idle light-hearted 
people love to play, but hate to work. 
From the num ber 
of wine-shops in 
Rome, the stranger m ight think the Ital­ 
ians were great drinkers, but drunkenness 
is almost unknown among the native pop­ 
ulation : from the num ber of bakeries and 
meat-shops one m ight think the Italians 
were great eaters, but. they are n o t; from 
the num ber of palaces one m ight suppose 
that princes are as common as American 
Colonels, but the Italian palaces are not ail 
occupied by Italian princes. 
In many 
cases, when their owners live in them , they 
inhabit only a portion ot the vast pile in 
which 
their ancestors once lived like 
Kings, and often ruled like tyrants. The 
Cenci palace, of infamous memory, is now 
a decayed lodging-house. The p-eseiit rep­ 
resentative of the family live in another 
part of the city of Rome, and his wife is an 
American, whose money is, perhaps, prop­ 
ping up the fallen fortunes of his ancient 
house. The Barberini palace has a picture 
gallery in one wing, lodgers in another, 
and the family occupy the center. This 
gallery 
contains 
the 
celebrated 
load 
of Beatrice Cenci by Guido Reni, which 
has been made so common by innum era­ 
ble copies in oil, engravings and chromos. 
This palaco was built from atone stolen 
from the Coliseum, and there is a saying in 
Rome that what the Barbarians spared the 
Barberini destroyed. 
Most of these galler­ 
ies are free to tbe public on certain days in 
the week. That is, yon pay nothing to get 
in, but after you enter, the’ custodian locks 
the door, and when he lets the visitor out 
be has a very expectant look; indeed, in 
some of these princely galleries the custo­ 
dian actually asks for a fee, and grumbles 
when he does net get it. 
The tender grace 
of the days that are dead wiil never come 
back to many of these stately palaces. The 
hails where princes feasted and beauties 
smiled have lost their form er splendor, and 
spiders weave their webs on the gilded 
ceilines once embellished by the magic 
pencil" of Ciaude. while swarms ot ragged 
beggars infest the m arble staircases where 
once troops of menials stood ready to do 
their m aster's wiil. 
In wandering through 
the magnificent apartm ents of these palaces, 
whose iloors of m arble or brick arc desti­ 
tute of carpets, and where no fireplaces 
offer a hospitable welcome, the visitor is 
reminded ot tbe question of Pompey, when 
viewing tlie stately halls in a house just 
erected by I.ucullu’s—“ An excellent sum ­ 
mer home, but how do you do in w inter?” 
Truly has it been said of these splendid but 
dreary abodes, th at the marble columns 
chill the eye, and the gilded cornices mock 
the shivering visitor like the play of the 
m orning sun upon R field of ice. 
The hotels of Rome wouid he very good 
did they not freeze and starve the traveler. 
Rome is bright, beautiful and comfortable 
out of doors, even in midwinter, but inside 
of the hotels darkness, dampness and dearth 
of food prevail. Two rolls and a cup of 
coffee are expected to satisfy the hungry 
sight-seer until an hour after midday, when 
a scanty meal of two dishes and an orange 
or apple is served, which m ust sustain life 
until a half-past six o’clock dinner. The 
guest m ust eat what is set before him , and 
asking for more is as useless as was that of 
the famous-Oliver. 
In fact. I was com­ 
pelled to practice, involuntarily. Dr. Frank­ 
lin’s celebrated advice, to rise from the 
table with an appetite, at least twice every 
j day duriug my stay in Rome. 
) 
The placo to see the Roman world in all 
i iis infinite variety and striking contrasts is 
j the Fincian Hiil on a bright afternoon be- 
i tween 4 and G o’clock. As this is the favor- 
j ite walk and drive of the Romans, the 


scene is one of never failing interest. Here 
m ay be seen the prince in his splendid 
equipage and the peasant in his picturesque 
rags ; the rich banker and the poor clerk; 
the foreign embassador and the young 
a rtist; the priest and the m inisterof s ta te - 
all mingling together, and enjoying the 
moving panoram a and the music by the 
royal band, which plays three tim es a 
week. The grounds are handsomely laid 
out and embellished with fountains and 
statuary, while in every direction may be 
seen the busts of em inent Italians, from 
the earliest period down to tbe present 
time. 
In strolling about the fashionable 
promenades of Rome I was m uch struck 
by the want of politeness shown ladies on 
the street. Young Italians dressed in the 
latest style stand on the corners with sticks 
under their arm s and stare out of counte­ 
nance every fair young lady that passes 
along, and never move to allow them the 
right of way on the street. Consequently, 
as the most public thoroughfares, the Corso, 
the Via Bambino, etc., are very narrow, it 
is a common sight to see ladies walking in 
the street, while fashionable young men 
occupy the sidewalks. 
• 
The" traveler who expects to find Rome a 
city of tombs and ruins will be surprised to 
find it one of the gayest cities in Europe, 
with five or six theaters and the opera 
every night during the season ; some of its 
streets as bright as the boulevards of Paris, 
its shops the most beautiful in the world, 
and its drives crowded with the beauty and 
fashion of two continents. The Rome of 
to-day is very different from the Rome of 
former days. The population has doubled 
since it became the capital of Italy, and 
Rome is now one of the most brilliant of 
cities—a second Paris, but less superficial, 
and possessing in its picturesque ruins a 
charm which ¡3 wanting in the gay capital 
of France. New Rome has wide streets, 
fresh buildings, horse-cars, gas and a royal 
court. 
The ignorance of well-educated Italians 
about American geography is astonishing 
and at the same tim e atuusitig. Not one in 
a hundred knows that W ashington and not 
New Y'ork, is the capital of the United 
States. They have some vague idea that 
New York and San Francisco are about as 
far apart as Rome and Naples—130 m iles; 
they think that the majority of people in 
this country live in tents and subsist on 
the tlesh of wild beasts slain with the bow 
and arrow. They are surprised at the fair 
complexion of the Americans, expecting as 
they do to find our countrym en either 
black as negroes or red as Indians. 
An 
Italian nobleman asked one of m y friends 
whether it was not dangerous to venture any 
distance out of New York on account of 
the Indians. The Italians do not seem to 
think that the great American Republic, 
which surpasses Rome ill all the polished 
arts in civilized life, is worthy of their con­ 
sideration. 
I did not visit the fountain of Trevi the 
evening before I left Rome and drop a 
penny into its sparkling waters, as they say 
all m ust do who wish to revisit the Eternal 
City; but I should be very sorry to think 
that i was never again to muse amid the 
ruins of the Coliseum, or walk through the 
Roman Forum , or stroll through the beau­ 
tiful avenues of thePincian Hill, or wander 
am id the lovely groves of the Villa llor- 
ghese, or to linger before the sacred shrines 
of St. Peter’s, or to enjoy the rich and va­ 
ried panoram a which enchants the eye 
when standing upon the grand (light of 
.stairs which leads to the Pluza della Trin- 
ita del Monti, or to view again the glorious 
treasures of ancient and modern painting 
and sculpture which m ake Rome the art 
capital of the world. 
Rome, once seen, be­ 
comes forever a pilgrim shrine, the Mecca 
of the m ind.—Eugene Didier in Christian 
Union. 


WOMAN’S INFLUENCE.

UNDERCLOTHING. 


S e n sib le R e m a rk » U pon th e S u b je c t by 
K m in e u t A u th o rity , 
Dr. W m. A. H am m ond, formerly Sur­ 
geon-General of the U nited Slates Army, 
and since em inent in his profession in 
New York city, recently wrote the follow­ 
ing valuable suggestions upon the w earing 
of underclothing: 
There are few m atters concerning health 
that are more completely misunderstood 
by the average m an or woman than the 
subject of underclothing. 
In the first place 
I may say that in our clim ate some kind of 
underclothing should be worn by man, 
woman and child all the year round—sum 
tnor and winter—though, of course, it 
should vary in character with the seasons. 
There are doubtless many who wear noth­ 
ing of the sort winter or sum m er, and who 
have thus far escaped all ill consequences, 
or at least think they have. 
In all proba­ 
bility, however, they are deceiving them ­ 
selves. They m ay "not yet have suffered 
any serious inconvenience from that neg­ 
lect to clothe themselves propsrly, but they 
are quite certainly, even though the pro­ 
cess goes on slowly, weakening their resist­ 
ing powers, and are hence rendering them ­ 
selves less capable of bearing up against the 
attacks which morbid influences arc con­ 
stantly m aking. 
Every year finds them 
more apt to softer from slight ailments, 
each one of which debilitates tiie system ; 
advancing age makes them more suscepti­ 
ble, and at last pneumonia, pleurisy, dys­ 
entery or some other serious disease strikes 
them down. The changes in our climate 
are so sudden and severe as to require ali 
the vital strength of the organism to com­ 
bat them, and if the body be not properly 
protected the danger is greatly increased. 
Even with ail the care that can be exer­ 
cised the barriers are often broken down. 
There is a widely prevalent idea that silk 
is the best substance from which to make 
underclothing, and I have known many 
poor girls to stint themselves in the neces­ 
saries of life in order to save enough money 
to purchase silk undergarm ents. 
But silk 
is not the best m aterial w ith which to 
make underclothes, so far as concerns their 
health-preserving qualities, whatever may 
be its advantages so far as beauty and im ­ 
mediate comfort are cone rned. The chief 
object of underclothing is ilie relention of 
the natural heat of the body in such a way 
that low tem perature and sudden changes 
will not affect the surface. Several years 
ago I performed some experiments which 
went to show w ithout a doubt that silk is 
below wool in its power to prevent the los3 
‘of heat from the body, anil very little su­ 
perior to cotton. Indeed, nothing is in this 
respect preferable to wool, and of this m a­ 
terial all underclothing m eant for w inter 
use should be made. 
In sum m er a m ixt­ 
ure of wool and cotton called merino may 
be worn ; but even in very hot weather silk 
is not desirable, for it is not such a ready 
absorber of the perspiration as is wool, ami 
hence allows the body to be kept in a state 
not very remote from that known as par­ 
boiled." Wool, however, taking up .is it 
does the moisture from tiie body, exposes 
it to the action of the atmosphere, it is 
evaporated, and, the process being a cool­ 
ing one, keeps the skin from becoming 
overheated. 
Rabbit skins, cushions of various kinds 
and the so-called "protectors” worn over 
the chest are unhealthy, as they prevent 
the escape of the excretions from the skin, 
and hence facilitate the collection of dirt 
as weil as impeding the proper exercise 
ot one of the most im portant functions ol 
the body. 
I have frequently seen persons, 
men mid women, divest themselves of a 
halt dozen layers of skins and pads before I 
could get at the naked chest to exam ine it 
with the stethoscope. The odor was dis­ 
gusting, and the effect upon the organs 
they were supposed to protect certainly 
deleterious. 
No underclothing should ever 
be so thick as to prevent the passage of the 
cutaneous excretions and the atmospheric 
air. T he skin requires ventilation as well 
as do the lungs. Chamois skin undergar­ 
ments, “ perforated or unperforated," are 
abominations. 
A notion exists that red is a particularly 
advantageous color to give to the under­ 
shirts and drawers worn in very cold 
weather. There is no foundation in fact 
for such an idea. 
It has been said that the 
dyestull used for the purpose of producing 
the color in question is more irritating to 
the skin than the other substances em­ 
ployed ; but even if this was true, and I am 
strongly inclined to question the correct­ 
ness of tbe statement, it would be no rea­ 
son for using red-colored undergarments 
in preference brown or white. It is not 
irritation of tbe skin that is wanted when 
we put on underclothing, but protection 
from cold and sudden vicissitudes of tem ­ 
perature. 
W hen it is necessary to irritate 
the skin it is better to m ake use of a m us­ 
tard plaster or a blister, anil not to divert 
the clothing f.om its proper objects. Un­ 
derclothing should be made of white ma­ 
terial. Theoretically, black would be pref­ 
erable for winter use, as it is a better non­ 
conductor of heat anil a better absorber of 
moisture than auy other color, other things 
being equal; but it would probably be diffi­ 
cult to get people to clothe themselves in 
clothing of this color, or to find the neces­ 
sary articles in the shops. 
W hatever color 
be worn, the garments should be frequently 
washed, as the exhalations from the skin 
cling w ith great tenacity to woolen mate­ 
rials. 
They should never, after having 
been taken off at night, be put on again 
till they have been thoroughly aired in the 
open air.

their living. Things went on this way 
until the present A dm inistration came into 
power, and the 
heads of the dillcrent 
bureaus were changed. 
Consequently a 
great num ber of new cierks came in. 
Among these was a pretty young lady with 
large brown eyes and a fascinating smile. 
The clerks. both male and female, im m e­ 
diately tool; to her, and she became a gen­ 
eral favorite.

LEGEND OF THE PAMBLOS.

E ds. Recoro-Uniok : It has been a long 
time since I wrote the blograp. a.', sketch 
of old /oe Muller's life, and his friends 
have ceased to wonder why they never 
heard of it before. But old Joe has re­ 
turned to his old haunts, and corrobor­ 
ates it all, and I am thankful, of course, 
because some of my friends have indulged 
in many facetious winks and smiles, and 
whispered among themselves: “ He's a 
chip ofTn the old block. Can't he lie 
though!” 
I have waiter! patiently for the relic- 
hunter who would carry the old anvil Joe 
used in 185:1 up the mountain, but he lias 
not arrived, and I am sorry to say it reposes 
where he left it thirty years ago, on the 
banks of the Yuba. There it will remain, 
I suppose, till I send a boy for it. But 
since the “ biographical ” was written 1 
have not been idle. 1 have plundered the 
forests of “ whispering pines ” (Nevada 
county) for old and musty legends, and 
have found one which I think is original. 
If there is one thing Californians should 
regretfully remember, it is the scarcity of 
old legends in this State. One cannot even 
find a first-class ruin with ivy growing over 
it, and blear-eyed owls roosting in it, and 
the ghostly shadows flitting about its 
moldy corridors. 
The nearest approach to a ruin I have 
seen is an old pioneer's chimney near Ne­ 
vada City, and it was not a genuine success 
as a ruin, either. Poison oak bushes had 
done their best to give it an ancient look, 
but there were uoowls, no ghostly shadows, 
and no stories to make it a thing of beauty. 
I found three or four broken clay pipes and 
half a do/.en black bottle-necks near it, but 
no musty bones. I did intend to illuminate 
it as they illuminate the Heidelberg Castle, 
on the Rhine, but I had no green fire and 1 
gave it up. My best intentions are always 
spoiled, somehow. Methinks (I always say 
methinks when I can—it is so original and 
sensible)—methinks the press of California 
should call for a regiment of old legends to 
show the world that Yosemite and the Big 
Trees are not all the wonderful things we 
possess. 
Euj I am getting away from my new 
legend. I claim it as my own personal 
property, because I discovered it. and I do 
not wish to see some other paper tack it up 
on the escutcheon of some other county as 
its own. Before I launch into the recital 
of this legend, 1 will tell how I discov­ 
ered it. 
There were three of us. An old inhab­ 
itant had died, and we were digging his 
grave. The old inhabitant was an Indian, 
the last but one of his tribe. The remain­ 
der of the tribe stood by while we dug, and 
smoked our tobacco for us, and made many 
sad remarks, such as “ Toppy lieep gone,” 
“ Toppy beep likeum whisky,” etc. We 
were digging the grave near an old Indian 
burying-ground, and unconsciously dug 
into a previous resident. The first bone 
turned up was the skull: a skull that soon 
crumbled into dust, but while it lasted it 
filled us with surprise and wonder.

only substituting choice English for the 
native’s “ pigeon.” I call it 
THE WOKDEBECI. LKGESD OF THE PAMBLOS. 
Once, long befóte the first pioneers had 
set foot in the forests of the Sierras, there 
lived a dwarf among the l’aiublos. lie was 
so small that his own brothers and sisters 
ignored him, and his owu father and 
mother scowled at him. When all the 
other noble young men went out on a 
great hunt for jackass rabbits and other 
precious game, be was left at home, grind­ 
ing acorns and sifting dried grasshoppers 
with the ruehales. 
No dusky maiden 
smiled upon him ; the piccaninnies pulled 
his nose and insulted him. One day his 
brother asked him not to share his mess of 
pottage, and Aloga cried out against such 
treatment. Then the whole tribe rose up 
like one mau and smote him till he was 
sore, and gave him his time and told him 
to go. 
" What are you?” they said. The wind 
blows you from the hills. You cannot 
hunt, for the rabbits would eat you. You 
cannot fight either.

Then Aloga left, and traveled for many 
moons, till he came to a great mountain in 
the miiist of a great plain. On this moun­ 
tain dwelt the Great Spirit of the I’amblos.

Clomts gathered around him, the 
thunders rolled, lightning flashed, and the 
Great Spirit stood before him. 
‘ Aloga, what would you have?” asked 
the Great Spirit. 
Then Aloga told his story, and asked that 
he might raise a sou against the I’amblos as 
strong us a bear, as tall as the trees, and a 
mighty hunter. 
" Is that all ?” said the Great Spirit. “ It 
shall be so. Travel toward the setting sun. 
When you reach the great mountains you 
will meet a mehale. Go with her to her 
tribe, and she will be your wife.” . 
Then the thunder rolled again, and the 
Great Spirit left him. Aloga tramped away 
with an empty stomach and a glad heart, 
and sought the great mountains.* 
For many years the l’amblos hunted and 
fished along the Tuba and forgot Aloga 
and bis prophecy. But misfortune came 
to them—the acorn crop failed, they could 
kill no rabbits, and the fish would not be 
caught. Then the old chief called his peo­ 
ple together, and spoke from the top of the 
great teepee. 
“ Havdaydee 1 W assi! 
Many, many 
moons have passed since we drove Aloga 
from us. He is evidently dead, and his 
spirit is angry with us. He has shaken 
the acorns from the trees, he turns aside 
oar arrows. His spirit is with us in our 
teepees, and it is angry. We must make 
peace with him. Winter is at hand, and 
we must draw a flush or lose the pot. 
Wassi. 1 have spoken ! Let all the dogs 
be killed ami prepare for a big soup. 
W assi! I have spoken again !” It was 
done at once. It was the last resort of a 
starving tribe.

Again they went forth to hunt. The sun 
shone, the jay sung, and they killed much 
game. But they devoured it at once, and 
laid nothing up for a rainy day. They did 
not go to the ant and get wisdom. Winter 
came. The snow fuli, the wind blew, and 
there was nothing to eat in tbc’r kitcle 1. 
One by one the old men laid i 'own, sang 
their death songs, smote themselves on the 
stomach and died hard. Then the children 
had the measles, and there was no catnip 
or horehound tea in'the great teepees. Again 
the old chief call his people together. 
Again they danced in the great teepee, but 
their streugili and their power was pone. 

And when spring came 
only twenty people remained to call them­ 
selves I’aitiblos. Then these people hunted 
and fished again, and lived. 
Aloga’s 
brothers and sisters were saved ; also his 
lather and a blind aunt. And one day as 
his brother was pursuing game in tlie 
woods a woodpecker lit upon his shoulder. 
•* Stop,” it said. “ Climb to the top of 
yon high mountain and direct thy gaze to 
the wide expanse beyond !” Then it flew 
aw* y. 
Aloga’s brother knew it was an evil 
spirit, and he hastened up the mountain. 
One look, and he knew that his time was 
come. 
Advancing across tne valley below him 
was a mighty host. Their bows and spears 
and clubs and things wore like a young 
forest, and their strong limbs were covered 
with paint and gaudy feathers. Leading 
them on was a terrible warrior. 
He was, 
indeed, as tall as the trees, as strong as a 
bear, and a mighty hunter, and he carried 
a mighty bow and arrows. With a prayer 
to the Great Spirit Aloga's brother ran 
down the mountain to his village. But he 
was too fate. Already the mighty warrior 
was whooping it up on every side, and the 
I’amblos were captives. Aloga's brothers 
and sisters, and his father sat upon the 
teepee chanting their death songs. But the 
blind aunt was left to the care of herself. 
This saw the great chief, and he cried 
aloud : 
“ This day I com e! Havdaydee! I am 
Aloga, the son of Aloga! 1 am a son of a 
gun ! Toowanatnua qnilladat liappentod- 
dv ! I am come to lullill the prophecy 1 
But I am ashamed of ruy foes 1 Let Alo­ 
ga’s brothers be killed, dead ! Whoopoooo- 
d le e !” 
Then he shot at the brothers and killed 
the blind aunt, and his heart was sore. 
“ It is enough. I will not slay such pig­ 


mies. I will be their King!” So Aloga 
the Second reigned over the I’amblos for 
many years. But the white man came and 
brought them a new spirit, and Aloga wor­ 
shiped that spirit and became had. And 
one day he was found dead in the forest. 
He died full of grace and years and the new 
spirit, but the I’amblos said it was an evil 
spirit killed him. So they wage war on 
the woodpeckers unto this day, for they are 
evil spirits. And thus endeththe Wonder­ 
ful I.egeud of the Pamblos.

I have told this legend to one or two h-iends 
justas I have written it. They were greatly 
touched, but they were a little doubtful 
about some parts of it. They said it was 
the first instance on record of measles 
among the Indians, and they doubted the 
woodpecker part of it. But when I called 
their attention to the language the wood­ 
pecker used, they agreed readily that noth­ 
ing but an evil spirit would say “ you” for 
•‘that," and “ gaze” for "glance,” and 
“ expanse " for “ plain." But I am satis­ 
fied. So much for California’s ancient his­ 
tory.

Proving C alitornfa W ines. 
The Ciili taijian in its last issue has the 
following; 
Jacob Schram’s visit East is made for the 
purpose of introducing his wines in cities 
there. He has with him large samples of 
the beverages he desires to dispose of, and 
will let the people there know how really 
good, pure California wines taste. He will 
greatly benefit himself as a wine-maker, 
and also do more real good for the wine 
interests here than all of those great whole­ 
sale dealers in San Francisco together, who 
are flooding the East with the cheap, de­ 
testable mixtures they are constantly mak­ 
ing in their cellars. Other wine-makers 
who have stock on hand should do as Mr. 
Schram is doing. After a while dealers of 
the East would learn to purchase direct 
from makers in the country, visiting Cali­ 
fornia for the purpose, and let the San 
Franciscans and their cheap decoctions en­ 
tirely alone. The large wholesalers, by 
mixing and adulterating, are ruining the 
wine business in different ways. Of late 
years they seek the cheapest wine, prefer­ 
ring that of the southern counties. They 
force Napa valley wine-makers to sell good 
wine ut about the same price the southern 
wine is bought fir,and good is then mixed 
with inferior; furthermore, it is a fact 
that in Napa valley the wines that may 
be inferior from imperfect fermentation 
or want of experience or attention on the 
part of the maker, are, because cheap, in 
greater demand among the extensive 
wholesalers than are the best beverages, or 
those having a little age and for which a 
iair, living price is asked. Such wines are 
"doctored,” and sold East as good wine, 
and consumers there, not knowing the 
facts, suppose that such beverages arc a 
fair sample of the product of California 
cellars. This sort of business is ruining 
the wine interests; and until men who, 
like Schram, make good wine and keep it 
pure, travel East and inform dealers there 
where and how to secure the beverage una­ 
dulterated, the wine-making business is 
sure to decline. If only the kind of wine 
mixed and adulterated in the basements of 
the big San Francisco wholesalers, and sent 
East, is to further establish and maintain 
there the reputation of California wines, 
we pity men in Napa valley who have all 
their capital invested in vineyards and 
wine-cellars. They will, if nothing worse, 
finally be obliged to sell wine for ten cents 
a gailon. 
lien who have a sufficient 
amount of good wine for sale to make a 
journey eastward an object, should pursue 
the course adopted by Mr. Schram. 


Life in Idaho. 
A dispatch from Littlefield, Idaho, of the 
17th, reads as follows : 
A gambler known as “ Doc” Johnson 
killed another gambler known as “ French 
Joe” here last Thursday. Johnson and 
his brother came to Montana from San 
Francisco several years ago. They have 
been living in Butte mainly, where “ Doc ” 
tended bar and worked bünko and other 
games. They are peaceful in their disposi­ 
tion. but at times ready to take care of 
themselves. “ Doc ” recently came to Lit­ 
tlefield and opened a gambling-house. His 
faultless dress and affable manners soon 
made him popular, and as he made no secret 
that he was running a "skin game," and was 
patronized only by gamblers, he had many 
sympathizers. 
French Joe and he had some words over 
$250 that he had won from Joe and a 
woman named Eda Camel. Joe was jeal­ 
ous of Johnson, slapped hint in the face 
and called him some hard names. John­ 
son warned him to desist, as he was not a 
fist fighter. Joe followed up his assault, 
whereupon Johnson drew a revolver, 
carrying a 45-caliber ball, and fired two 
shots, killing Joe instantly. The house 
was lull of people at the time, but all sym­ 
pathized with Johnson, who is a small 
man. while his assailant weighed 195 
pounds. Joe was a “ hard man." quarrel­ 
some and often in trouble. 
After the shooting Johnson treated the 
house. After drinking he walked over to 
the dead man and said : “ Well, Joe, you 
looked for this for the last five days. I 
tried to avoid it. May God bless you and 
forgive you for taking advantage of me." 
Johnson contributed $100 to defray the 
funeral expenses of the dead man. At the 
hearing the woman testified that her lover 
had that day bought a pistol at Murray, 
one and a half miles axav, with which to 
kill Johnson, as he meant to “ do him up.” 
The Coroner's jury exonerated Johnson 
from blame. 
• -♦ ♦—--------------- 
The Soda W orks.—Some thirty-five 
men and four or five teams are constantly 
employed in excavating vats for the evap­ 
oration of the waters of Owens Lake for 
the production of soda. These vats now 
cover an area of over ten acres. About 
seventy-five tons of crude soda has been 
crystallized this season, although it is not 
considered that even a commencement has 
yet been made. These cakes of crystals 
taken from the bottam of the vats are said 
to go 90 per cent. soda. This material has 
yet to be " furnaced ” before it is in a mer­ 
chantable condition. By another season a 
furnace for this purpose will be built on the" 
ground. The evaporation process cannot 
be advantageously carried on during the 
winter months, therefore that process may 
be considered ended for the preseDt season. 
The work of preparing vats is to be pushed 
right along, possibly until the entire east­ 
ern shore of the lake is lined with them. 
While the enterprise is yet in its infancy, 
it has got in all its departments clear be­ 
yond the experimental stage, and may be 
set down as an established enterprise, and 
one certain to prove of very material im­ 
portance to the business interests of the 
county.— Inyo Itegistcr. 


S ca li-ed T ic k e t s.— During the past five 
days twenty-seven tickets, bought from 
scalpers, have been taken up on the over­ 
land trains between this city and Sacra­ 
mento. The Southern Pacific Company is 
waging war against ticket scalpers, and 
every scalped ticket is confiscated nearly as 
soon as it is presented for passage. The 
vigilance of conductors is sharpened by the 
offer of a reward by the company for the de­ 
tection of scalped tickets. Yesterday five 
were eonlifcated. the day before four, the 
day before that six. and the two preceding 
days seven and four respectively. Persons 
who have purchased from scalpers the re 
turn coupons of Grand Army or other ex­ 
cursion tickets will with difficulty avoid 
having their tickets confiscated, and will 
cither he put of! the train or compelled to 
psy full fare.—S. F. Bulletin, Oct. 21si.

T h e M ackay-B ennktt T elegraph L in e. 
Material for the Mackay-lleunett Pacific 
Coast Telegraph Line, says the Portland 
Neus, is now scattered from New West­ 
minster to Seattle, and contracts are being 
filled for poles and cross-trees from Seattle 
to Portland. The Oregon Improvement 
Company's mill at Seattle has a contract 
tor cutting, planing and boring and paint­ 
ing S.tXK) cross-anus for the company, and 
expect a contract for 5.000 more. The iast 
steamer from Saa Francisco also brought a 
lot of wire and insulators for the com­ 
pany. 
Shipment ok Sealskins.—The San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin of October 21st says : Yester­ 
day afternoon the last installment of the 
fall shipment of sealskins, consisting of 
about nine carloads, was shipped front 
Oakland for transportation over the Cen­ 
tral. Union and .Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul to Chicago. The whole shipment 
consisted of about 55,000 sealskins, the 
main portions having been shipped on 
Monday and Tuesday in similar quantities, 
so that in ail twenty-seven cars were tilled. 
The cargo is valued at about $500,000.

History of the Pacific Coast ¿taTEs. Works 
of Hubert Home P a n e r o yoL xxix. 
History of Oregon. Yol _ j. 1831-1848. san 
Francisco. The History publishing Company. 
In the “ History o” the Northwest Coast” 
appeared the intr.oduction to the history 
of Oregon. TI.e interest those volumes 
awakened an1 dDg readers was largely due 
to the pauc -ty 0¡ knowledge of the roman­ 
tic historical web 0f that region. Probably 
of no section of our common country was 
so lit‘,ie known in a general sense until 
ill. Bancroft’s admirable volumes ap­ 
peared (vols. xxvii., xxviii.) The last vol­ 
ume brought us up to the events of 184(1, 
an era of great discovery, of pioneer bold­ 
ness and energy, of great trial and long en­ 
durance in the conquest of a new region. 
The history of Oregon now before us is a 
continuation of the narrative referred to, 
and sustains the interest already awakened. 
The era now treated is modern, within the 
knowledge and experience of living wit­ 
nesses and therefore far more difficult of 
treatment. 
1: has been written over, 
in a fragmentary way, it is true, but 
the cross-plowing has' rather confused 
than cleared, and as in the case of 
California, so in that of Oregon Mr. 
Bancroft, as the annotations show,has been 
put to great labor to reconcile conflicting 
statements and clear the truth from a great 
tangle of error and misconception. The 
history of Oregon does not disclose the mo­ 
tive for settlement that actuated the golil- 
seekers of California, There is found no 
narrative of " mad rush,” no struggle to 
gain the goal for the sake of wealth. On 
the contrary, it was a placid, peaceful and 
unexciting’attraction that drew the pio­ 
neers of Oregon to her hills and valleys. 
They came to conquer soil to home, not to 
upturn it for precious ores and leave the 
face of the earth scarified bv the eager 
search for gold. Oregon drew- to her a 
class of people more phlegmatic and cau­ 
tious than the gold-seekers of California. 
A class more persistent and less impetuous 
and out of these grew a society less tem­ 
pestuous. perhaps more hardy, and cer­ 
tainly. as Bancroft suggests, individual and 
independent. The conquest of “ this moun­ 
tain-walled plain ” between the coast eleva­ 
tions and the northern stretch of the great 
Andean range, with fertile soil, a genial 
climate, and picturesque scenery, was, as 
the historian phrases it, a turaing-point in 
the destinies of the country. He finds it a 
pleasure to recognize the heroic in this con­ 
quest, and to present another example of 
the behavior of the Anglo-Saxon race, un­ 
der the influence of American insátution?. 
In the purpose that projected the pioneer 
element of Oregon upon her plains, Mr. 
Bancroft finds that the motive was not 
wholly traffic, broad lands nor proselyting. 
There was present, besides the desire to se­ 
cure for themselves and their descendants, 
some small portion of the earth where they 
could plant the pure moralities and fair 
civilities which belong to the higher Chris­ 
tian civilization, and he holds that the 
present condition of the people is evidence 
of the certain success attained. 
It was 
within the Territory of Oregon, it must be 
remembered, that the United States first 
reached the Pacific Ocean, and this fact 
makes the history of that State precedent 
in value and interest to that of California, 
upon the acquisition of which it bore not 
unimportantly. The volume before us, and 
in the reading of which we have progressed 
somewhat beyond the middle, or to the 
fourteenth chapter, opens with a description 
of the topography of the region, and some 
account of the scenic, climatic and soil 
qualities that first impressed the explorers 
with the desirableness of the region. From 
these considerations he passes to accounts 
of the early settlements, such as Fort Van­ 
couver, the Hudson's Bay Company's head­ 
quarters, upon the north bank of the Co­ 
lumbia, just above the mouth of the Mult­ 
nomah. Below the fort and along 
the river was the village populated 
by Canadians 
and Hawaiians, with 
their Indian wives and children of 
mixed blood. These were the servants of 
the company. At the fort dwelt the 
traders, mechanics, trappers. Near by was 
a flouring mill on a farm. The most 
western establishment was Fort George— 
scarcely 
a 
fort 
at 
this 
period— 
and which 
was surrounded 
hv a 
a few Indian huts, and where only about 
four acres were cultivated. Fort Nisqnally 
was a more important post, a strong fort 
with a dozen buildings, a post which, in 
1834, was hut about a year old. The re­ 
maining post of the company was at the 
juncture of Elk creek and the Umpqua 
river. On the east bank of the Columbia, 
at the mouth of the Walla Walla, was a 
fort of that name, and a hundred and 
thirty-eight miles north of it was Fort 
Okaiiagan. 
There were besides trad­ 
ing posts on the Spokane. Flitbcad 
and on Lake Pen d'Oreille, and at a few 
other points. Fort Colville stood next in 
importance to Vancover. It had a farm, 
horses, quite a settlement, a grist-mill. etc. 
East of 
the Blue Mountains were 
Fort 
Hall, founded by the Ameri­ 
can 
Wyeth, 
and 
Fort 
William, 
built by the same hardy adventurer. Alex. 
McKay, of the Astor expedition, had a 
farm opposite Wapato Island, on the Mult­ 
nomah, and a few other farms were located 
south of his. Besides the Canadians set­ 
tled here and there, a good many Ameri­ 
cans had planted foot along the Willamette. 
There were a few Missourians, some travel­ 
ing scientists, some ‘rappers and traders, 
and the band of people from California led 
by Hall J. Kelly, once the would-be 
founder of a new Pacific Empire. With 
these conditions stated in detail thevoinme 
opens. The dramatic interest attaching to 
activities in a wild West Territory thus 
peopled and roamed by savage tribes can 
easilv be fancied. We cannot give space to 
more than refer to it. The life at the forts, 
the expeditions of discovery, the advance 
of religious pioneering, the progress of civ­ 
ilization among the Indians, the story of 
the men of the Lewis and Clarke expedi­ 
tion, the missionary efforts of the Meth­ 
odists and Presbyterians, the cattle com­ 
pany development, the stock importation 
from California, the story of colonization, 
the incoming of new bands of immigrants 
from the West, the regime of the Indian 
agents, the setting up of a Provisional 
Government, the progress of agriculture, 
the recognition of the country by Congress, 
the exasperation of the people over the 
crude ideas entertained concerning their 
country at the far East, the immigration 
booms of 1843 44 45, the rise of the In­ 
dians and the beginning of war. the massa­ 
cres of '47 and '4S. and finally the erection 
of a Territorial Government, form the 
great central 
topics 
of a 
volume 
rich in story, full of tragic incident, dra­ 
matic in event, and in all respects pr. - 
foundly interesting. The author has writ­ 
ten with great freedom, and tells the story 
of Oregon with more of rapidity and 
graphic force than anything he has under­ 
taken since his volume on Central Amer­ 
ica. though having less of stirring incident 
to deal with, excepting only his histories of 
California, which, for obvious reasons, af­ 
forded him more room for literary eflort, 
and demanded greater research among 
more unsolved testimonies. 
Mr. Bancroft 
is now in the midst of an era in his Pacific 
Coast Histories fraught with profotindest 
interest. If the earlier volumes, be­ 
cause of remoteness of period, had 
less attention from general readers, 
the 
later 
ones compensate in this 
respect—or should, and receive reading 
from all who read books at all. 
For 
there is in these books of ourselves noth­ 
ing prosy, no prolixity, no mere specula­ 
tion—it is all narrative, activity, dramatic 
excitation, the story, indeed, of the 
mightiest conquests of time; the record of 
the most rapid spread of civilizing influ­ 
ences known to history. the tale of the 
sweep of the Anffio-Saxons in the briefest 
time over the widest expanse of territory. 
The historian with every volume improves 
in style ; conciseness, directness and clear­ 
ness mark more and more his ad­ 
vancing pages.

is 
notable that 
while three or four years ago Mr. 
Bancroft 
was 
the 
target 
for 
any 
amount 
of 
ridicule 
for 
tinder- 
taking such a comprehensive work as these 
Pacific coast histories, and was the butt of 
a vast deal of sharp and more vulgar, not 
to say cruel criticism, there now appears 
nowhere other than graceful recognitions 
of his magnificent contribution to the 
wealth of historic literature, acknowledg­ 
ment of the legitimacy of his methods of 
collecting and preparing, and confession of 
the accuracy and exhaustiveness of his 
search among testimonies for the truth. 
We are not at all inclined to be enthusias­ 
tic over the work, but are disp sed to lie 
jus\ and this, after careful note of the 
reviews of his works, after close observa­ 
tion of their effect upon and reception by 
readers, demands of us to say what we have 
said. Time will emphasize the judgment 
and place their volumes among the most 
important issues of the eenturv.
